REINFORCEMENTS  ARE 
NOW  ON  WAYTO  ASSIST 


Russians  Report  Successes  at 
Southern  End  of  Line  on 
River  Styr — Italians  Persist 
in  Offensive. 


JLOKDON,  Oct  »7.— Th«  German  army 
«rblGb  cronaed  tbe  IMnuba  at  Oraova 
baa  joined  haiicla  with  tha  Bulgarlana 
who  Jiivadad  fierbia  n«ar  Praaovo,  and 
tha  Central  allies  have  now  an  open 
road  acroaa  Northeaatern  Serbia  and 
Uulgaiia  to  the  Aegean  8ea  and  Con* 
Htantlnople.  They  are  thua  In  a  posi- 
tion to  aend  (una  and  muntttona  by 
river  and  mllway  to  their  Bulgarian 
•nd  Turklab  allies,  who  will  be  greatly 
•trengthened. 

The  Invaalon  of  northern  portions  of 
Berbla  by  the  Auittro-aermans  continues. 
While  Bulgaria  Is  putting  forth  a  strong 
•Sort  to  aecure  control  of  additional 
aectldna  of  tha  Belgrade-Salonloa  rail- 
way. 

Aa  far  as  the  north  la  concamed, 
feerbla,  it  la  feared  b^  her  Allies,  la 
doomed,  but  in  the  south,  reinforced  by 
the  British  and  Kranch  who  are  now 
flghting  by  her  side,  Serbia  Is  ttsing  all 
of  bar  strength  to  throw  tb«  Bulgarians 
back.  After  the  French  irlctory  at 
Krivelak,  the  Berblans,  according  to  the 
Athena  report,  were  able  to  reoccapy 
Veles,  an  important  railway  and  road 
junction  Just  south  of  Uslcub,  where  a 
big  battle   is  still  In  progreaa. 

It  Is  argued  here  that  if  the  Bul- 
garians can  be  held  in  Ihe  south  until 
the  Anglo-Krench  reinforcements,  which 
are  now  on  the  way.  arrive,  Bulgaria 
nay  yet  b«  robbed  of  Macedonia  on 
which  she  has  set  her  heart  But  the 
Allies  will  also  have  to  attempt  to 
block  tbe  German  road  to  Turkey  and 
their  big  attack  may  be  directed  else- 
where.

Tha  Alllea,  however,  are  depending  on 
their  own  reaouroea  and  are  arranging 
to"  throw  Into  the  Balkans  as  many  men 
as  can  ha  spared.  At  the  present  time 
they  cannot  weaken  tha  other  fronts, 
as  the  Oermans  are  displaying  con- 
siderable activity  The  latter  have  mads 
still  another  attack  in  the  attempt  to 
recapture  La  Courtine  In  Champagne, 
which  the  French  recently  took  from 
them.  Strong  German  patrols,  herald- 
lag  an  attack,  were  obserred  in  the 
Loos   region,   but   were  dispersed. 

The  Germans  continue  their  attacks 
against  the  Russians  in  the  Riga  and 
Dvlnsk  regions  and  claim  to  havs 
pcnatratad  the  Russian  position  near 
the  railway  line  north  of  Dvlnsk.  They 
could  not  hold  ^he  ground  gained,  as 
the  Russians  Immediately  launched  a 
counter'attaok. 

'While  tha  position  In  this  region  re- 
mains serious  for  the  Russians,  they 
appear,  on  the  whole,  to  be  holding 
their  own. 

In  the  south,  on  the  other  hand, 
along  the  Btyr  and  Oallcian  frontier. 
<he  Russians  report  successes,  repulsihg 
Osrman  attacks  and  In  carrying  through 
(hair   own    attacks. 

The  Italians  are  persisting  In  their 
offensive  and,  although  their  progress 
Is  slow,  aesmlngly  thsy  are  making  ad. 
vances.

"Yes,"  said  Mr.  Bury,  "things  are  un- 
doubtedly on  the  mend  In  the  whole  of 
Western  Canada.  The  Improvement  is 
olivioua  in  every  section  of  the  coun- 
try. To  a  very  large  extent,  the  mam- 
moth wheat  crop  In  the  Prairie  Prov- 
inces is  responsible  for  this,  for  it  Aas 
inspired  renewed  confidence  In  the  pro- 
ductive capacity  of  the  West,  which  in 
as  yet  only  aoratehed  as  a  great  wheat- 
producing  area. 

Setwalaff  vsospenty 
"In  respect  to  conditions  In  British 
Columbia,  I  made  an  extensive  mocoi 
tour  through  the  Southern  Interior,  and 
on  all  sldea  no^oed  indications  of  re- 
turning proapeilty.  I  waa  Tery  glad 
to  see  aaoh  proffieas  In  mixed  farming. 
This  la  -  tha  keyaote  to  true  progress 
and  prosperity  for  the  whole  country. 
Produoe  more  and  Import  lesa  A 
couple  of  years  ago  we  used  to  have 
New  Zealand  batter,  Auatrallan  mut- 
ton, and  vegetables  from  Oregon  and 
Washington  consumed  in  large  quan- 
tities all  over  the  West.  Today  Canada 
Is  exporting  butter  to  Auatralia  and 
vegetables  to  Australia  and  New  Zea- 
land, which  shows  that  we  are  making 
progress  towards  the  point  of  actually 
becoming  on  exporting  country  Instead 
of  an  Importing  one.  During  my  trip 
through  the  Boundary  and  Okanagan 
dlatrtcts  we  noticed  many  signs  of  new 
settlement  In  the  valleys,  where  the 
farmers  are  all  going  In  for  mixed  pro- 
duction. I  am  confident  that  the  fut- 
ture  of  British  Columbia  depends  very 
largely  upon  the  degree  in  which  you 
produce  from  the  soil. 

"With  the  oonolosion  of  the  war,  I 
look  for  greater  activity  in  Canada 
than  ever  before.  It  will  be  but  natural 
for.  us  to  have  an  immense  Immigration 
from  Kurope.  I  do  not  suggest  ;lhat  we 
are  likely,  to  witness  any  speedy  return 
of  a  period,  of  inflated  values  or  any- 
thing appitaaohing  a  "boom."  nor  do 
we. want  it  What  the  country  needs  Is 
steady,  solid  prosress,  and  f  am  confi- 
dent that  we  have  m*de  the  turn  and 
are  well  set  going  along  that  road." 

Mr.  Bury  expressed  the  opinion  tjiat 
a  great  opportunity  presented  Itself  to 
tbe  lumbermen  of  British  Columbia  In 
view  of  the. Improved  conditions  on  the 
Pralriea  He  urged  that  the  manufac- 
turers of  lunfber  should  look  into  tbe 
question  of  a  knock-down  granary  for 
the  use  of  the  farmers  on  the  Prairies. 
If  a  granary  of  this  description  could 
be  made  In  about  atx  nieces  an4  adver- 
tised extenelvely  throughout  the  West 
he  believed  a  tremendous  boslaeee 
eeald  be  done.  There  Is  a  great  de- 
nwad  for  this  class  of  building  en  the 
Prairtea   at    the    present    time.

Forces   to   Capture    Baltic 
Port  Are  Driven    Back    in 
Every  Case. 


DVINSK  IS  STILL 

OBJECT  OF  TEUTONS 


Attempt  of  Enemy  to  Assume 
Offensive  Northwest  of 
Czartorysk  Frustrated  by 
Bayonet  Counter-Attack. 


PHTItOGRAD,  Oct  28.— Tbe  ofllclal 
communiuatlon  issued  by  the  War  Of- 
fice  tonight  reads: 

"West  of  Riga,  la  the  region  of  Lake 
Babit,  minor  engagements  have  oc- 
curred. The  Germans  continue  their 
attacks  In  tbe  district  west  of  Ikskul, 
but  without  success,  all  of  them  being 
repulsed.  A  Germsn  offensive  in  the 
direction  of  Neuselburg.  northwest  of 
Jacobstadt    waa  stopped   by   our   fire. 

"On  the  i>vlnsk,  from  the  town  of 
Llgenhof.  aoove  Jacobstadt.  to  III- 
oukst,  there  has  been  sn  artillery  duti, 
aa  well  as  rifle  fire.  West  of  Dvlnsk 
the  Germans  are  attacking.. in  many 
places,  but  without  success.  At  times 
the  artillery  fire  attained  tremendous 
Intensity. 

"On  the  front  south  of  Dvlnsk  to  the 
Prlpet  .there  haa  been  no  flghting. 
South  of  the  village  of  Redvehka. 
northwest  of  Ceartorysk,  the  enemy  as- 
sumed the  ofTehslve  but  wan  met  by 
our  counter-attack  with  the  bayonef  at 
every  point 

"Near  the  village  of  Kamenoukha. 
Houth  <of  Medvojka,  a  c-ounter-attack 
threw  back  the  Oermana  advancing  to 
the  east  We  captured  prisoners. 
Houthwest  of  Olyka  our  troops  pro- 
gressedi*  and  occupied  the  village  of 
Konstantlnovka  and  the  enemy's  en- 
trenchments. 

"An  offensive  by  the  enemy  in  the 
environs  of  the  village  of  Droffultohov- 
ka  near  the  confluence  of  the  Stripa 
and  Dniester,  was  stopped .  by  our 
flank  counter-attack.  The  enemy  here 
was  thrown  back  toward  the  village  of 
Sclioutromlntse. 

"On  the  Caucasus  front  no  change  Is

Government  documents  regarding  the 
Cavell  casow  The  documents  contain 
statements  regarding  the  ex<:lienge  of 
letters  between  the  American  legation  at 
Brussels  and  tbe  German  authorities  at 
Brussels  about  the  trial.  The  British 
Government  promptly  handed  the  docu- 
ments to  the  press  and  liad  them  dis- 
tributed abroad  by  Ilcuter's  Telegram 
Company. 

"In  these  documents  most  of  the  im- 
portant events  were  Inaccurately  repro- 
duced. Particularly  Is  the  impression 
created  that  the  German  authorities  with 
empty  promises  put  oR  the  American 
Minister  (Brand  Whltlock)  in  order  to 
conceal  from  him  the  pronouncement  of 
the  death  sentence  and  deprive  him.  by 
speedily  carrying  out  the  'sentence,  of 
the  possibility  of  intervention  In  Miss 
Cavell's    behalf. 

"Kuch  a  promise  was  never  jrlvcn  by 
the  Gorman  authorities,  and  could  not. 
therefore,  liave  been  received.  This  wan 
admitted  by  the  American  Minister  in 
Brussels,  when  the  matter  was  dis- 
cussed with  the  German  authorities. 
Waa  Wrongly  Informed 

"That  the  American  ambassador  at 
London  was  wrongly  Informed  can  be 
explslned  by  the  fact  that  the  Belgian 
advocate  who,  as  attorney  for  the  Amer- 
ican legation,  played  a  part  In  this  In- 
cident caused  a  misleading  construc- 
tion to  be  placed  upon  his  reports.  • 

"In  any  case,  the  Ameriran  Minister 
at  Brussels  was  painfully  alTected  by  the 
report  as  made  public.  .He  Intended  tv 
Inform  his  London  colleague  anci  his 
Government  at  once  of  the  difference  be- 
tween the  written  report  of  the  Belgian 
attorney  for  the- legation  and  the  facU.' 

LONDON.  Oct  27. — It  Is  officially 
stated  In  London  that  the  papers  rs- 
Isting  to  the  case  of  Miss  Cavell  were 
publislied  exactly  as  received  from»t;ie 
American  embassy  and.  of  course,  aftir 
the  consent  of  the  American  embassy 
had  been  obtained. 

BKRLIN*.  Oct  27.— Although  he  has 
not  yet  been  notified  officially  of  the 
execution  of  Miss  Kdlth  Cavell  by  the 
Germans  at  Brussels,  James  W.  Gerard, 
the  American  ambassador  to  Germany, 
is  anticipating  the  possibility  thst  h4 
will  be  required  to  investigate  the  cir- 
cumstances of  the  execution.

There  have  been 
mining  activities  on  both  sides,  but 
without   important   results. 

The  enemy's  artillery  bus  been  ac- 
tive east  of  Ypres  and  south  of  the  I^a 
Bassee  capal.  Our  reply  to  this  shell- 
ing has   been   very   effective. 

"Our  airmen  brought  down  two  Ger- 
man aeroplanes  yesterday,  one  falling 
inside  our  lines  and  the  other  close  be- 
hind the  enemy's  front  trenches."

PARIS,  Oct  27.— The  following  of- 
ficial communication  was  issued  by  the 
War  Office   tonight* 

"After  having  exploded,  in  the  neigh- 
borhood of  the  road  from  Arras  to  Lill*. 
tu  the  southeast  of  Neuvllle-St  Vaast, 
a  series  of  powerful  mines,  which  de- 
stroyed the  German  entrenchments  and 
entanglements,  our  troops  immediately 
occupied  the  excavations.  They  in- 
stalled and  maintained  tWemselves  there 
notwithstanding  a  violent  bombardment, 
and  several  attacks  by  the  enemy,  who 
suffered  heavy  losses.  Ws  captured 
thirty  prisoners. 

"To  tbe  north  of  the  Alsne,  in  the 
eector  of  Roche,  west  of  Soissons,  the 
methodical  fire  of  our  batteriea  has 
caused  heavy  damage  to  the  organis- 
ations, blockhouses  and  shelters  of  the 
enemy.  To  the  east  of  Bheims,  the 
Germans  renewed,  on  the  front  from 
La  Ferme  de  Marquise  to  Proanes.  their 
attempts  to  attack,  with  tbe  employ- 
ment of  suffocating  gases  in  large 
quantities.  Our  troops  were  able  to 
protect  themselves  against  the  blafikets 
of  gas  coming  from  the  eneipy  trenoftaa. 
They  broke  Jown,  .bvinf*ntry  ai»d  ar- 
'IWftV^n^tfirimifternie  assinHSts. 
who  were  everywhere  eomplely  re- 
pulsed. 

"Spirited  combats  with  grenades 
continued  during  the  entire  day  without 
appreciable  change.  In  the  trenches  to 
the  north   of  Vllle   sur  Tourbe." 

The    Belgian    statement    saya; 

"The  enemy  displayed  much  activity 
this  morning  on  tbe  Belgian  front.  His 
artillery  bombarded  Furnes  and  sev- 
eral points  on  our  front.  To  the  north 
of  Steenstraete  there  has  been  bomb 
fighting."

BiCKLIN.  Oct  27.— The  following 
statement  was  Issued  by  the  War  Of- 
fice today: 

The  report  from  the  Fronco-Belglan 
front  says: 

"After  the  explosion  of  a  French 
mine  on  the  Lille-Arras  road,  an  unim- 
portant engagement  developed,  which 
went   in  our   favor. 

"Northeast  of  Massiges  (in  ths 
Champagne):  The  French,  during  an 
attack  with  hand  grenades,  penetrated 
one  of  our  advanced  trenches  in  one 
small  sector.  They  were  driven  out 
during  the  evening. 

"In  an  aerial  combat,  Lieut  Ingel- 
mann  brought  down  his  fifth  enemy 
aeroplane.

"It  is  now  pretty  plainly  Indicated 
that  their  attempts  tu  get  acronw  the 
Dvlna  are  being  cont-enrated  at  two 
points,  tbe  northerly  being  an  Island 
six  or  eight  miles  long  and  two  miles 
broad,  which  divides  the  Dvlna  stream 
a  few  miles  southenst  of  HIjch,  and  tho 
southerly    being    shout    Illoukst 

"The  island  above  Riga  ofTers  certain 
facilities  for  bridging  and,  judging  from 
tbe  intensity  of  the  bombardment  now 
being  maintainiHl  by  the  Germans  on 
this  spot,  bridging  operations  are  be- 
ginning. 

"From  a  strategic  point  of  view  the 
whole  German  scheme  toward  Riga. 
Dvlnsk  and  the  Dvlna  River  generally 
seems  doomed  to  prove  another  fiasco, 
for  the  most  important  work  at  present 
is  going  on  in  a  region  about  which  of- 
ficially nothing  Is  heard. 

"Tho  Ruxslans  plans  arc  well  served 
by  the  concenlratton  of  the  German 
forces  to  the  northward.  This  produces 
precisely  those  conditions  which  were 
postulated  by  the  Russian  plana,  and 
before  the  Winter  closes  down  there  are 
likely  to  be  some  brilliant  results  from 
the  general  advance  now  well  under  way 
on  the  Russian  front."

"What  effect  will  It  have  on  Brltlah 
Columbia?  Bound  to  be  good.  Already 
there  la  a  conalderable  movement  of 
lumber  from  thia  Province  to  the 
I>ralrlea.  and  thla  la  only  a  beginning. 
I  have  juat  completed  a  tour  through 
the  Southern  Interior  of  Brltlah  Colum- 
bia and  I  waa  quite  aurprlaed  to  And 
thinga  ao  buay.  The  mlnea  are  all  do- 
ing well  and  there  are  few  Idle  men  In 
the  country.

for  the  Allies,  surrendered  today  to 
the  authorities.  He  appeared  before  U. 
8.  Commissioner  Houghton,  accom- 
panied by  counsel,  and  after  the 'Gov- 
ernment's complaint  had  been  read  to 
him,  ho  was  held  in  |2S,400  ball  for 
furtfaor  bearing  next  week.  Breltung. 
wbo  is  a  relative  of  EMward  N.  Brel- 
tung, the  banker  of  this  city  and  Mar- 
quete,  Mich.,  furnished  the  necessary 
bonds  and  he  was  released.  He  came 
here  direct  from  Chicago,  he  said,  as 
soon  as  be  had  heard  of  the  proceed- 
ings. 

Meut  Fay,  Walter  U  Scholx,  Paul 
Paeche  and  Dr.  Herbert  Kienzle, 
•■hsrged  with  being  co-consplrators 
with  Breltung,  still  were  held  In  Jail 
today.  Their  hearing  also  is  sot  for 
next   week. 

Government  detectives  are  busily  en- 
gaged in  an  Investigation  of  the  plot, 
and  it  was  said  today  that  new  de- 
velopments might  be  expected  at  any 
time. 

What  part  If  any,  in  the  delaying  of 
vessels  laden  with  copper  for  the  Al- 
lies was  to  have  been  taken  in  the 
conspiracy  of  the  German  agents  was 
under  investigation  today  following  an 
additional  confession  made  to  secret 
service  officials  by  Robert  F'ay. 

Fay  gave  a  detailed  confession  to 
William  J.  Flynn.  chief  of  the  secret 
service.  In  it,  according  to  the  federal 
authorities,  he  repeated  his  former  con- 
fession made  to  the  police  of  Weehaw. 
ken,  N.J.,  but  stated  In  addition  that 
his  mission,  t>e8ides  placing  bombs  on 
the  propellers  or  rudders  of  ships, 
was  to  endeavor  to  bril>e  the  com- 
manders of  Russian  vesselti.

Czar  Ferdinand  Has  Forfeited 
Trust  of  People — Goes  in 
Daily  Fear  of  Assassin's 
Knife. 


LONDON,  Oct.  87. — In  an  article  In 
The  Times  on  "The  People  and  Their 
King,"    Percival   Gibbons  says: 

"The  truth  is  that  the  Bulgarian  is 
very  definitely  a  Slav,  not  only  in  eth- 
nological fact,  but  likewise  by  sentiment 
and  deliberate  choice.  The  Csar  of 
Russia  is  head  of  his  church.  The 
power  of  Russia  is  the  ttackground  of 
his  political  imagination.  The  people 
of  Russia  are  his  racial  and  spiritual 
afilnities. 

"Ferdinand's  failure  to  Impose  his 
personality  and  his  sspirations  upon 
the  court  of  Petrograd  and  his  endeavor 
to  substitute  alien  Austria  for  Russia 
as  Bulgaria's  friend  and  protector,  re- 
fleet  themselves  daily  now  in  thouvands 
of  desertions  of  soldiers  across  the  Rou- 
manian frontier,  in  anti-Oerman  riots 
at  Phlllppopolis.  and  in  the  refusal  of 
troops  at  Varna  to  resist  a  Russian 
landing.  There  was  also  the  spectacle 
of  the  shipwreck  of  the  Balkan  coali- 
tion, of  Ferdinand  overreaching  htm 
self  and  losing  to  Oreece  and  Serbia 
what  had  been  won  from  Turkey  at  tbo 
cost  of  oo  much  Bulgarian  blood.

dom  1»   the    earninga   of   Britlah-owned 
•hlpa,     Japan   is   reaching   out   for   the 
mastary   of   the    carrying    trade   of  the 
Pacific,  and  If  the  people  of  Canada  are 
true  to  the  tradltiona  of  their  race  they 
Will    not  permit    even      our      energetic 
transoceanic  neighbora  to  drive  ua  from 
the    sea.      That    the   earnings    of    ahlpa 
carrying    Canadian    produce    from    tho 
Weatem    coast    of   Canada  shall    go    to 
aurlch   the   enterprlalng  ahlpplng   firms 
of  Japan  Is  something  that  none  of  uh 
can  regard  with  addanimity.     It  aaema 
Imperative,    therefore,    that    aomethlnfr 
aball  ba  done,  and  done  at  the  earliest 
posalble   day,   to   make   a    beginning   nt 
ablpbulldlng  here.      Clearly,     we     ahatl 
have  to  begin  with   tha  local  conatruc-

Barton  and  Mr.  C.  C.  Caatle.  have 
given  tha  aubject  of  co-operative  ahlp- 
bulldlng  vary  great  attention,  and  have 
worked  out  a  plan  which  will  be  aub- 
mittad  to  the  Provincial  Government. 
No  deflBlte  propoaal  haa  yet  been  made 
aa  to  tka  form  in  which  Federal  asalat- 
ance  can  ba  given  to  tho  induatry. 
Bpaaklng  generally,  the  baals  on  whlolk 
tba  Provincial  authorities  will  be  asked 
to  aasfat  la  similar  to  that  adopted  by 
tha  Oovernmenta  of  the  Prairie  prov- 
inces In  relation  to  locally-owned  ele« 
vatora  A  certain  percentago^  of  the 
capital  required  to  build  a  ship  will  be 
prtvataly  subaorlbad,  and  the  Qovem- 
ment  will  be  aakad  to  provide  tba  re- 
mainder by  a  guarantee  of  bonda  for 
which  the  ahlp  will  ba  given  aa  se- 
curity; The  auggaation  la  that  the  plan 
•hall  ba  of  general  applicability  and  not 
«M>pfliifd  lo  one.  ahlp.  one  locality  or  one 
■hlpbuUdlng  company.  At  prcaent.  If 
certain  farmers  declda  to  build  a 
oraaiaery,  they  are  entitled  to  assist- 
aaoa  from  tha  Provincial  traaaury,  and 
the  same  principle  la  proposed  in  re- 
ilpeet  to  shipbuilding. 

Tha 'Provincial  Government  Is  direct- 
ly Interested  In  the  promotion  of  ahlp- 
butildlng,  bacauac  tba  Province  owna 
what  maat  alwaya  be  one  of  tha  great- 
eat  souroaa  of  exportable  marchandifle. 
Tha  direct  Intareat  of  tha  Federal  Gov- 
•mment  may  not  ba  ao  apparent,  ex- 
cept in  that  everything  tending  to  i»ro- 
mota  tha  proaperlty  of  one  part  of  tha 
Dominion  la  of  general  Interest,  and  aa 
la  regard  to  other  Induatrlea,  not  of 
any  greater  national  Importance  than 
■hlpbutldlng,  Federal  aaaiatanca  haa 
l>aan  given,  we  may  reaaonably  argue 
that  It  ought  if  posalble.  to  b«  given 
thla  one.

Mr.  Rutherford,  In  his  addreaa  fb  tha 

Canadian  Club  yesterday  laid  atreaa 
upon  what  he  called  Indigenous  indus- 
triaa,  by  which  he  azplalnad  he  meant 
the  ahlpplng  from  Caaada  of  commod- 
itiea  in  a  finiahed  atate  rather  than  aa 
raw  matorlala.  The  aoundneaa  of  thla 
principle  cannot.. J>e  too  strongly  Im- 
preased  uiion  the  public.  It  la  true  of 
every  line  of  Induatry.  It  la  not  only 
true  for  the  country  ati  a  whole  In  Ita 
(leallnga  with  other  countries,  but  also 
of  the  Individual  farmer,  whose  effort 
It  ought  to  be  to  market  finished  pro- 
ducts. 

This   Is   a   point   which   Tho  Colonial 
lias    vary    frequently    urged    upon    Its 
rei^dtra,   for   It   has  alwaya     felt     that 
until   British  Columbia  acted  upon  thla 
principle  its  proaperlty  would  not  rest 
upon   a   permanent   baals.     A  few   days 
kgo  a   citlsen    mentioned   to   thla  paper 
a    line    of    manufactures    that    may    be 
called    Indigenous.       He  spoke  of  It  in 
connection   with    employment     for     re- 
turned aoliHers:    but   It   la  of   wide  ap- 
plicability.    For    the    present,    however, 
we  shall  only  apeak  of  It  In  that  con- 
nection.    Ills  auggaation  referred  to  the 
manufacture  of  ordinary  wooden  chairs, 
such   aa   are  called   Windsor   or   kitchen 
chalra.     The  making  of  these  la  done  to 
such  an  extent  by  machinery  that  men 
who  may  have  lost  the  use  of  one  orm 
or  even  of  both   their  legs,  can  be  em- 
ployed   at   it    with    satisfactory    results. 
This  Industry  Is  "Indigenous"  to  British 
Columbia  In  the  sense  that  we  have  an 
abundance  of  raw  material  In  the  Prov- 
ince.    Alder,    poplar,     cottonwood,     and 
perhaps  some  other   kinds  are  suitable 
by  reason  of  their  lightness  for  chair- 
making,    and    the    cost   of    inatalllng    a, 
plant  would  not  bo  great.     His  augges- 
tlon    was    that    experts    ought      to      b« 
brought  here  from  England  to  Instruct 
workmen  In   this  line.     Tbe  market  for 
chairs  la  world-wide,  and  if  the  manu- 
facture   were    started    in   a   amall   way, 
<lt  might  grow  to  great  dimensions,  and 
to    it    might    be    added    the    making    of 
common   kitchen    tablea    and    other    ar- 
tlclea  of  wood  of  a  cbeap  kind  Ibat  can 
bo    shipped    "knocked    down." 

Buch  la  one  line  of  indigenous  indus- 
tries. Mr.  Rutherford  was  talking 
especially  about  agriculture,  but  the 
same  principle  runs  through  every  line 
of  effort.  In  matters  of  thla  kind,  It  la 
the  first  step  that  coats.  Once  get  In- 
digenous Industries  started  and  they 
win  expand.  There  Is  no  use  In  en- 
deavoring to  force  manufacturing  up- 
hill, but  there  Is  also  no  use  In  sup- 
posing the  way  Is  up-hill  until  It  has 
been  thoroughly -investigated.  Wo  are 
altogether  too  much  given  hero  to  as- 
suming we  know  everything  in  advauu«. 
whereas  In  point  of  fact,  the  experience 
of  moat  of  ua  haa  been  along  very  nar- 
row lines. 

Mr.  Rutherford,  In  his  very  Interest- 
ing address,  aald  that  hla  object  waa  to 
give  direction  to  the  thought  of  those 
who  heard  them  and  not  to  Instruct. 
He  did  that  when  he  spoke  of  making 
an  effort  to  ahlp  flnlahed  products,  and 
although  he  had  products  of  the  field 
only  In  mind,  what  he  aald  Is  just  aa 
applicable  to  the  products  of  the  for- 
este.  the  mines  and  the  fisheries.  He 
opened  a  line  for  thought  that  haa  not 
received  sufficient  attention  here.

In     thia 
country,  where  we  aell  everything  in  Ita 
crudeat  form,   fertility     depreciates     ao 
greatly   in  a  decade     that  it     is     often 
doubtful  if  it  really  paya     to     till   tha 
aoll.     The   expanalon   of   the   live   atocfc 
Induatry   ia   of   tha   graateat  importance 
to  Brltiah  Columbia,  and  the  sooner  the 
farmers    of   British      Columbia     realise 
thla  the  better.

It  seems  to  us  to  bo  very  unfortunate 
that  Just  when  the  Canadian  Northern 
Pacific  ia  ready  to  begin  to  extend  its 
line  to  the  terminal  area  on  the  west 
Bide  of  the  harbor  an  attempt  should  be 
made  to  revive  a  question  that  everyone 
thought  waivsettled  long  ago!  It  waa 
certainly  understood,  if  not  actually 
settled  In  writing,  that  the  company 
should  be  allowed  to  cross  Selkirk 
Water  on  a  temporary  structure.  The 
whole  subject  waa  threshed  out.  We 
understood  at  the  time  that  there  was 
complete  accord  on~thls  point  and  that 
tli«  Dominion  Oovernment  had  assented 
to  the  proposal  made  by  the  company, 
whieh  was  not  very  strenuously  op- 
posed by  the  City  Council  or  by  tha 
Board  of  Trade,  which  took  an  active 
Interest  .In'  tho  matter. 

It  Is  undoubtedly  not  the  fault  of  the 
city  that  the  bridge  haa  nut  yet  been 
built,  and  we  are  not  aware  that  anyone 
has  seriously  made  auch  a  claim,  but 
It  win  be  the  fault  of  the  city  If  any 
delay  now  occurs  in  the  ilonstructlon 
of  the  line  across  the  Arm.

Victoria  can 
put  up  with  a  pile  bridge  for  a  few 
yeara.  If  need  be,  In  order  to  get  a  new 
line  of  railway  into  the  heart  of  the 
city.

Mr.  J.  II.  Turner,  Agent-General  for 
Critlsh  Columbia,  haa  auggestod  in  a 
letter  to  The  London  Morning  Poat,  that 
a  part  of  tbo  aftormath  of  the  war 
ought  to  be  a  determination  for  the  Al- 
lies to  trade  more  among  themselves 
and  less  with  Oermany.

It  Is  aald  that  trade 
knows  nothing  of  sentiment,  which  may 
be  true,  but  self-interest  ought  to  lead 
those  who  have  fought  side  by  aide  for 
the  defence  of  a  common  cause  to  as- 
sist each  other  by  every  means  In  their 
power  to  regain  by  commerce  with  each 
other  aome  of  tbe  wealth  tbey  have 
lost   through   war. 


The  meeting  of  cltisena  held  in  the 
Board  of  Trade  rooma  yesterday  to  con- 
sider tbe  financial  status  of  the  T.  M. 
C.  A,  waa  not  nearly  aa  well  attended 
aa  It  ought  to  have  been.  Under  the 
clrcumatances  the  only  thing  that  could 
be  done  was  to  auggeat  a  repreaentatlve 
committee  of  persona  to  be  ohoaen  here- 
after to  make  an  appeal  for  money.

There  was  substantially  no  news  up 
to  6  o'clock  yesterday  afternoon  from 
either  of  the  theatrea  of  war  except 
ftom  Serbia.  From  that  field  come  two 
reports.  One  of  them  waa  to  the  ef- 
fect that  the  Austro-Oermans  and  the 
Bulgarians  had  effected  a  Junction  of 
their  forcea  in  northeaat  Serbia,  and  the 
other  that  the  Franco-Serbian  force  had 
compelled  the  Bulgarians  in  Southern 
Serbia  to  retire. 

The  claim  la  made  that  the  Teutonic 
allies  will  now  be  In  a  position  to  aend 
help  to  the  Turks.  That  may  prove  to 
be  ao:  but  It  la  not  obvious  if  it  will 
b«  of  much  advantage  to  them.  If 
they  are  unable  to  hold  their  poaltlona 
In  the  West;  If  Russia  can  do  more  than 
hold  thom  In  check  in  the  Kaat;  and  if 
Italy  can  make  progress  ogalnat  tho 
Auatrlans  In  tbe  South,  It  Is  not  clear 
what  they  can  hope  to  accompUah  by 
adding  to  tbelr  other  fronts  one  in 
Turkey. 

A  Britiah  force  la  now  co-operating 
with  tbe  Serbians  and  French.

Tbe 
folly  of  carrying  all  one's  eggs  In  one 
iMiskat  has  become  proverbial.  Speclaltsa- 
tten  la  weU,'  and  for  Intenalve  farming 
K  la  best,  but  not  many  people  are  pre- 
pared to  farm  Intcnalvely,  and  there- 
fore muat  devote  themaelvaa  to  mora 
than  one  Una.  We  think  It  nnay  be  Uld 
down  aa  a  general  propoaitlon  that 
farmins  to  be  suocssaful  muat  rest  upon 
live  stock.  There  are  exceptional  Haas, 
of  course,  but  «>eaklag  of  farmera  at 
large,  and  not  of  apeelallata,  the  graat 
tblnir  to  do  la  to  produce  something 
from  the  yield  of  the  farm  In  lu  moat 
marhetablo  form,  and  that  can  be  done 
thrmigb  live  stock  better  than  in  any 
other  way.  "The  whole  haala  of  aue- 
reasful  farming."  aald  Or.  TwItchclL  an 
editor  of  The  Main*  Karoier.  in  one  of 
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The  C.P.R.  la  a  corporation  of  big  men, 
and  very  high  up  among  the  list  Is  Mr.

The  Hon.  Arthur  I..  BIfton.  premier 
of  Alberta,  who  la  accompanying  Mr. 
Oeorge  Bury,  vlce-preaident  of  the  C. 
r  R..  on  hla  Western  trip  of  inspec- 
tion, and  who  reached  the  city  yester- 
day.  aaya  that  he  had  been  very  great- 
ly impressed  with  tha  progresit  and  de- 
velopment of  British  Columbia,  aa  evi- 
denced on  hia  recent  trip  through  the 
Moothern  Interior.  He  waa  confident 
that  with  the  cloae  of  the  war.  th«r« 
would  be  a  speedy  return  to  normal 
conditions  in  the  whole  of  Canada.

It  was  announced  by  Ur.  C.  C.  James, 
special  repreaentative  of  tha  Dominion 
Agricultural  Department  at  the  annuiil 
•eaaion  of  the  Western  Canada  Uve- 
stock  Union,  which  opened  yesterday 
morning,  tiiat  an  order  haa  been  ob- 
tained from  the  British  War  Offlco,  aa 
a  reault  of  the  activttlee  of  the  ICarkata 
iirancb  of  the  Federal  administration, 
for  •,12S,040  pounda  of  canned  beef. 
The  Cauadlan  packers,  he  stated,  had 
undertaken  to  supply  it,  and,  if  It  was 
satlMfactorliy  Ailed,  other  contracts  of 
a  similar  nature  might  be  expected. 
iJi.  Jamea  gave  particulars  of  other 
stepH  being  taken  for  the  encourage- 
ment of  the  livestock  Industry  In  the 
Dominion,  and  hia  remarks  were  fol- 
lowed with  the  closeat  attention  by  the 
delegates,  who  represented  influential 
oiganlzatipna  of  the  four  Provincea  ly- 
ing between  the  Great  Lakea  and  the 
PaciRc  Coaat. 

in  the  chair  waa  the  prealdenU  Dr. 
J.  U.  Kutherford.  C.  M.  O.,  head  of  the 
Natural  Itesources  Department  of  the 
C.  P.  n.  Othera  In  attendance  Included 
Hon.  W.  K.  Motherwell,  Minister  of  .\g- 
rlcuiture  of  8askatcliewan:  Hon.  Dun- 
can Marshall,  Minister  of  .\grlculture 
tor  Alberta:  Mr.  II.  A.  Craig,  Deputy 
Minister  of  Agriculture  for  the  sania 
Fiovtnce.  A  short  sddreHs  was  deliv- 
ered In  tho  afternoon  by  Hon.  Mr. 
Slotherwell,  In  the  courne  of  which  he 
outlined  the  progress  made  by  his  Prov- 
ince In  the  adoption  of  co-operative 
methods  of  handling  grain  elevatora 
and  the  d>iiry  industry.  Me  lntim.ated 
that  It  was  the  Intention  to  take  some 
action  with  a  view  to  Improve  the  mar- 
keting condltlona  for  the  livestock  pro- 
ducts of  the  section.  A  commission 
was  to  be  named,  he  stated,  which  would 
r>al.e  ^he  fullest  investigation  and.  If 
It  waa  able  to  submit  a  solution  after 
n'ature  consideration  of  the  problem,  It 
woM»d  be  put  Into  praetlec  as  soon  as 
the  hnanrial  condition  imoroved  sutllcl- 
cntly  to  enable  the  outlay.  Hon.  Mr. 
Marshall  will  speak  this  niorntng- 
Zmportaaeo  of  Afxioultnre 

In  welcoming  the  delegates  to  Vic- 
toria Mayor  Stewart  remarked  that  tlie 
theme  wlilch  engaged  their  attention 
was  one  of  the  grrntest  Importance  to 
the  whole  of  Canada.  In  British  (^>- 
lumbifl  they  were,  particularly  interested 
In  the  eubjcct  of  increased  production, 
and  while  everyone  knew  that  fheri- 
were  great  fllltlcultlCM  in  the  way.  owIiik 
to  the  apathy  of  the  general  public,  who 
Were  slow  ,^to  move  in  stu-h  niattci-s, 
still  there  were  sIriis  of  an  awakening, 
and  he  was  sure  that  as  a  result  of  the 
deliberations  of  the  union  a  decided 
stimulus  wotild  be  given  (o  a  move- 
ment ahlch  promised  so  much  In  an 
improvement  over  existing  conditions. 
He  hail  the  greatest  pleasure  In  wel- 
coming the  delegates  to  Victoria  on  be- 
half  of   the   corporation. 

Mr.  Motherwell  slated  that  as  a  re- 
sult of  his  trip  West  he  had  a  newer 
;«nd  broader  vl.wion  of  the  poMeilillitles 
of  Wesicrn  Canada 'In  respect  to  pro- 
duction from  the  soil.  He  hftd  been 
particularly  Interested  In  what  he  had 
seen  of  itritish  CoUimhii*,  wliich  had 
so  many  varied  Industries:  but  in  hi.'? 
Judgment  agricultual  production  would 
be  found  to  be  the  basic  founduMou  for 
the  success  of  all  of  thcin. 

The  Journey  West  had  Impressed  him 
moet  In  his  revelation  of  the  enormous 
extent  of  the  potentially  productive 
area,  with  almoat  Illimitable  po.<<8lbll- 
Ities  for  development.  Saskatchewan 
had  a  direct  Interest  In  the  progress 
and  development  of  British  Columbia, 
for  It  looked  upon  this  nection  of  the 
Dominion  as  a  natural  and  growing  - 
market.  He  mentioned  in  this  connec- 
tion that  Saakatchewan  this  week  was 
shipping  to  British  Columbia  twenty- 
four  carloads  of  f-reamery  butter.  But 
the  wonderful  productivity  of  thi  soil 
of  British  Columbia  would  no  doubt  ul- 
t'.matelj  make  the  Province  self  aup- 
porlin?  In  respect  to  its  food  supplies. 
.\grlculture  he  termed  the  Imsis  of  all 
tiue  prosperity,  hut  people  should  dis- 
abuse their  minds  of  the  idea  that  any- 
one eould  get  rich  oulcklv  on  the  farm. 
It  was  a  case  of  slow  but  sure  pro- 
gress. He  very  heartily  thanked  the 
Mayor  for  his  words  of  welcome  to  the 
<lelegates.  who  felt  quite  at  home  in 
Victoria. 

rreeMeat'a  Adareee 

Dr.  Rutherford.  In  a  most  Instructive 
address,  alluded  to  the  alms  and  ob- 
jects of  the  Union,  which  had  only  been 
fi,  I  nied  two  years  ago.  He  at  the  out- 
set corrected  some  mischievous  and  un- 
fair criticism  which  had  appeare,|  in  a 
Winnipeg  publicaton,  whch  bad  alluded 
to  the  Union  as  a  merr  debating  so- 
ciety. He  could  assure  them  that  the 
mombera  of  the  I'nion  well  understood 
the  immensity  of  the  task  ahead  of 
them.  This  was  to  unite  for  a  eom- 
mon  puriiose  every  producer  of  live- 
stock west  of  the  Great  Lakes,  Improv- 
ing the  markets  and  the  general  posi- 
tion of  the  producer.  It  might  take 
trn.  or  poaslbly  twenty  years,  before 
the  real  work  of  the  I'nion  would  com- 
mence  to   make  Itself   felt. 

Dr.  Rutherford  expressed  the  opinion 
that  no  country  In  the  world  could 
prosper  if  It  contented  Itself  with  but 
one  form  of  production,  and  If  agrlcul- 
ti:;al  production  in  Canada  »s«  to  be 
maintained  at  a  high  level,  it  was  vital 
that  the  llvestotk  Industry  ahouM  be 
deveIope<|.  A  spirit  of  co-opeTatlon 
sl>t>uld  be  encouraged  In  every  possible 
«  ay.  and  this  eould  best  he  done  by  the 
Union,  which  was  now  hut  wierely  In 
tht  formative  stase.  Some  measure  of 
success  had  siready  been  schleved.  as 
they  were  gradually  getting  Into  the 
membership  every  producer  of  Ilvestoca 
In  the  West.  They  were  confining  mem- 
bership to  livestock  men.  Iwcause  it 
was  realised  that  without  intelligent 
unity  amongsl  one  elass  of  prtMlucers, 
tho  livestock  industry  coold  not 
riourlah. 

Dr.  Rutherford  said  thst  the  pro- 
diicer  must  get  s  fair  and  profitable 
market.  This  was  not  always  obtain- 
able, for  the  paekers  of  C»nada  when 
(he  market  was  alow  made  ,the  mistake 
of  attempting  to  wiuecae  the  producer, 
who,  in  turn,  grew  discouraged.  The 
packer  should  he  willing  to  l>ear  bis 
share  of  the  hard  times;  but  no.  he  had 
not  learned  tho  lesson,  and  often  found 
thst  Rs  a  result  of  decreased  produc- 
tion which  has  been  brought  about 
Ibroiigb  the  aqueesing  procesa  he  was 
compelle<l  to  operate  his  plant  at  only 
one-firth  of  Ita  eepaetlr-  The  farm- 
er waa  a  fair-minded  man,  bnt  ^«hen  he 
bflieved  that  someliody  was  getting  an 
tni.Iuet  profit,  he  grew  dl^guested  and 
uniwirr'     The  43>    waa  rapltlty  conlas 


when  the  Union  wouM  prove  the 
powerful  factor  in  respect  to  predue- 
tlOM  In  Woatcra  Canada.  Pew  peepie 
aevmsd  to  rcallA  that  without  acrtoul- 
ture  there  would  l>e  no  cities  or  flnaa- 
c<«!  Instltutlona  He  would  term  aarl- 
culturo  the  keystone  of  Canada's  Indus- 
try, and  Itkestock  the  keynote  of  asrt- 
cultural  production.  « 

Mr.  Andrew  Orabaai  referred  to  the 
work  of  the  convention  In  combatting 
the  energies  of  the  commission  m«n  and 
packera  on  the  Pralrlea.  .\t  Winnipeg, 
the  com  ml  salon  men  had  made  an  at- 
tempt to  get  legislation  enacted  which 
would  help  their  position  and  hinder 
the  producer,  but.  happily,  this  had  been 
thwarted  by  the  Union,  and  It  was  now 
contemplated  to  place  reatrlctive  legi- 
latlon  on  the  commission  men.  It  was 
necesaary  for  the  producera  to  protect 
their  Intereata.  and  this  was  one  of  the 
m«.8t  important  Usks  to  which  It  could 
set   its  hanfs. 

Aa  te   Xieclalatlea 

When  the  afternoon  aesslon  was 
called  to  order  Hon.  Mr.  Motherwell 
aubmitted  a  reaolution  aetting  out  that. 
In  the  opinion  of  the  Union,  no  leglala- 
tlon  should  be  passed  either  by  the  Do- 
minion or  any  of  the  four  Western 
Provinces,  without  consultation  with 
the  executive  of  the  Western  Idveotock 
Union.     It   was  carried  unanimously. 

Some  discussion  ensued  as  to  the  ad- 
visability of  having  live  stock  salesmen 
and  exchange  men  under  bond.  Tho  mat- 
ter was  Introduced  by  Mr.  George  U. 
Gray,  of  Winnipeg,  who  asked  for  an 
expression  of  opinion  as  to  the  wisdom 
of  taking  some  action,  and  he  thought 
that  the  ground  might  be  covered  br 
giving  the  executive  power  to  Inveatl- 
gate  and  report.  It  was  concluded  that 
as  there  were  other  mattera  of  a  kin- 
dred nature  affecting  the  inleresta  of 
the  producers,  a  blanket  reaolution 
should  be  prepared  covering  them  all, 
In  order  that  the  hands  of  the  various 
Provincial  organisations  might  be 
strengthened  in  the  event  of  any  emer- 
gency during  the  twelvemonth.  Messrs. 
Motherwell,  Gray,  Graham  and  Walters 
were  appointed  a  committee  to  draft 
the  resolution. 

The  use  of  screenings,  of  which  large 
riuautitles  are  shipped  out  of  the  Prairie 
Provinces  annually,  and  which  come 
back  In  the  form  of  stock  food  for  which 
the  farmers  pay  as  high  as  ttO  a  ton, 
waa  the  subject  of  a  lengthy  debate. 
Reference  was  made  to  a  bulletin  pre- 
pared by  the  Federal  Government  on  the 
value  of  this  by-product  qf  the  crop.  It 
was  represented  that  this  waste  conatl- 
tuted  a  loss  of  thousands  of  dollars  to 
the  livestock  men  of  the  prairies,  and 
that  In  years  when  the  stock  food  is 
not  plentiful,  auch  an  was  1^914,  it  was 
a  very  serious  matter.  Various  opln 
ions  were  expressed  as  to  the  wisdom  of 
putting  the  Union  on  record  as  favor- 
ing the  use  of  these  screenings,  which 
are  made  up  of  broken  wheat,  wild  oats, 
and  the  seeds  of  weeds  of  a  various 
character.  It  was  the  fact  that  there  Is 
a  large  percentage  of  the  latter  In  It 
that  made  it  a  dlfflcult  thing  for  the 
delegates  to  arrive  at  a  conclusion. 
Some  thought  that  It  would  be  best  If 
all  farmers  thoroughly  cleaned  their 
crops  before  they  left  the  farm.  Others, 
holding  this  to  be  Impossible,  thought 
that  it  should  be  screened  at  the  eleva- 
tors, and  othera  inclined  to  the  view- 
that  it  should  be  ground  at  -the  lake 
front  to  such  a  conalstenry  as  to  remove 
all  vitality  from  the  weed  seeds,  when 
it  might  be  re-shipped  to  the  farmers  in 
the  event  of  their  needing  It.  Bnt 
there  was  a  general  doubt  as  to  the  wis- 
dom of  assuming  the  latter  attitude,  es- 
pecially when  Mr.  Marshall  stated  that 
any  food  containing  weeds  would  be 
burnt  on  the  border  of  Alberta,  and  Mr. 
Motherwell  agreed  that  he  could  not  ap- 
prove of  relaxing  In  the  sllghte.it  de- 
gree the  restrictions  incorporated  in 
legislation  to  prevent  the  spread  of 
weeds  through  the  country.  Still  it  was 
agreed  that  there  was  much  of  value  In 
the  screenings  which  was  lost  to  the 
farmers,  and  It  was  concluded  to  ask 
the  Provincial  Departments  of  Agricul- 
ture to  Investigate  the  matter  In  con- 
Junction  with  the  Federal  admlnlstre- 
tlbn  and  to  report  to  the  Union.  This 
waa  put  in  the  form  of  a  motion  and 
carried. 

Betturaa  Vroia  Wheat  Oroya 

Dr.  Rutherford  read  a  letter  from 
Hon.  Mr.  Burrell,  MIniater  of  Agricul- 
ture, regretting  that  he  would  be  unable 
to  be  present  and  announcing  that  a 
representative  of  the  Government  would 
be  present.  It  was  In  pursuance  of  that 
promise.  It  was  stated,  that  the  Union 
owed  the  attendance  of  Dr.  James,  Do- 
minion Agriculturist.  He  had  been  the 
Deputy  Minister  of  .Xgrlculture  fur  On- 
tario for  many  years,  during  which 
period  much  Advanced  legislation,  which 
had  proved  very  heneflciaT,  had  been  In- 
troduced. 

Dr.  James  stated  that  he  had  come 
from  Ottawa,  not  for  the  purpose  of  glv- 
.Ing  Information,  but  In  order  to  listen 
to  the  views  of  the  representatives  of 
the  livestock  Industry  In  the  AVest,  and 
of  obtaining  thus  a  cloae  Inalght  Into 
their  problems.  He  endorsed  the  state- 
ment made  by  the  chairman  that  no 
country  could  <rontlnuc  to  prosper  on  a 
single  crop  system,  in  order  to  bring 
home  this  point  he  had  obtained  some 
Hgurea  with  respect  to  the  w-hcat  crops, 
showing  what  the  acre  had  paid  the 
farmer  on    the  average   per   year.

Of  course,  the  last  two  yeara 
Khowed  big  profits,  but  they  htd  to  be 
counted  out  In  giving  the  question  aeri- 
I  ous  consideration  l>e<-siise  the  conditions 
srising  out  of  th^  war  were  responsible 
!  for  the  remsrkable  prices  obtained.  With 
'.  regard  to  the  flgures  given  for  the  pres- 
ent year  he  aald  that  they  were  only 
approximate,  although  i>e  belteved  that 
the  farmers'  proflts  per  acre  would  i>e 
about   as   great   as    In    1914.

Dr.  JameH  stated 
that,  as  a  member  of  the  commlSKlon 
whlih  lnvrstlgat»?d  the  Increased  cost 
of  living.  It  had  been  found  that  the 
most  potent  faetor  In  the  high  prices 
was  the  multiplication  of  agenrles  be- 
tween the  producer  and  tlie  consumei-. 
In  Its  progress  from  one  to  the  other 
the  cost  of  an  article  fretjuently  was 
c|uadrupled.  If  -some  method  could  L>u 
devised  to  cut  down  the  cost  of  distribu- 
tion much  would  be  accomplished.  Tlie 
problem  was  to  some  extent  to  break 
down  the  bridge  connecting  the  producer 
and  consumer.  In  arriving  at  a  solution 
the  keynote  waa  "co-operation."  In 
facing  this  work  the  Department  had  In 
mind  the  application  to  the  livestock  In- 
dustry of  some  of  the  principles  which 
had  been  applied  to  other  phases  of  pro- 
duction with  success.  When  egg  circles 
Mad  been  Introduced  in'  Prince  Edward 
Island  their  efficlcnc.v  iiad  been  doubted, 
l)iit  It  had  been  proved  by  the  Inerea'se'l 
market  develoi»e<l  In  the  large  cities  of 
the  h:astern  States.  The  grading  of 
v^ool  ha<l  brought  better  returns  to  the 
farmers  than  the  old  method  of  selling 
It  In  bulk.  Why  should  not  such  a  prin- 
ciple be  carried  through  tlie  livestock 
Industry?  That  was  a  (lueatlon  being 
taken   up  by   tiie  new   federal   branch. 

.\notlier  pioblem  was  the  creating  of 
greater  public  interest  In  livestock. 
Canada,  he  thought  he  could  safely  say. 
at  last  was  wakening  up  to  the  fact 
that  agriculture  was  Its  greatest  re- 
•ource  and  that  Mvestock  was  Its  basis. 
People  were  l)eglnnlng  to  realise  that  the 
Dominion  bad  to  look  after  herself,  that 
the  time  had  pasxcd  when  she  could  run 
to  the  Mother  t'ountrv  whenever  In  need 
and  borrow  $;."..000,000  or  $.'>0.0«0.00". 
.She  had  to  develop  her  own  resources 
along  economical  lines.  He  thought  that 
a  start  had  been  made,  which  was  a 
great    thing 

War  Ofllee  Ordera 

It  had  h^en  foimd  that  there  were  a 
large  number  of  animals  for  which  a 
market  had  to  be  discovered.  They  werf 
being  sent  out  of  this  country  In  thou- 
sands. .\  proposition  had  been  made 
to  the  British  War  Offlce  and  before  he 
left  Ottawa  he  hart  been'  Informed  that 
an  order  for  •.125,000  lbs.  of  canned  beef 
had  been  given  Canada.  It  was  to  be 
ready  by  the  Jlst  of  r>«cemb«r.  and.  If 
the  contract  was  fllled  satlnfartorlly, 
there  was  no  dniibt  that  other  simitar 
orders  would  follow.  The  obtaining  of 
a  contract  for  the  suppblng  of  the  Old 
Country  with  dressed  meat  also  was  l>e. 
Ing  negotlatad.  If  this  was  arcompllsh- 
ed.  and  a  permanent  markef  of  that 
kind  established  for  Canadian  meals.  It 
would  b"  a  matter  of  the  Kreatest  Im- 
portance to  the  Iicmlnlon.  being  tha 
foundalloii  for  a  trade  exchange  whirh 
would  Increase  year  by  year,  and  would 
mean  everything  to  the  livaatork  men 
of  Canada. 

Or.  James  was  r  nthuelastleallr  ap- 
plauded when  he  took  hia  B4«l.  aixl  Ur. 
Rutherford  referred  In  rompllmentarv 
terms  to  his  services  to  agriculture  In 
Ontario  and  the  value  that  hia  ^x^rt- 
cnce  and  knowledge  would  be  te  the 
T'edcral   administration.

FRONT  LINE  TRENCH

Typical  of  the  spirit  of  the  Canadian 
KOldler  at  the  front,  is  a  letter  written 
In  a  first-line  trench  to  Mr.  Fred  Burr, 
Of  this  city,  by  Pte.  bouglas  Ilorth, 
Pte.  Ilorth  left .  Victoria  with  the  4tth 
Hattalion.  After  arrtvl.ng  »^.  T.iorn- 
cliffe,  he  was  drafted  to  the  front  as  a 
member  of  a  reinforcement  detachment 
to   the   10th   Battalion. 

His  letter   reads  In   part  as   follows: 

"At  present  I  am  In  the  front  line 
tf»nches,  Just  a  few  yards  from  "Mr. 
Uerman.'  This  is  my  second  turn  4n 
the  trenches.  I  am  now  keeping  watch 
so  that,  if  any  Oerman  should  happen 
to  poke  his  head  alHive  .the  parapet  he 
can  say  'Oood-bye'  to  the  Fatherlend. 
And,  believe  me,  I  am  keeping  my  own 
head  down.  It's  great  fun.  this  war 
Riime.  but  I  wouldn't  care  If  It  waa  all 
over  an.l  I  were  back  In  old  Vlctorl/i, 
We  are  .beginning  to  feel  Winter  no'w, 
especially  at  night,  when  It  Is  nuHe 
cold.  We  manage  to  keep  comfortable 
as  long  as  It  doesn't  rain,  but  life  Is 
miserable  In  the  trenches  when  it  l« 
wet. 

"We  should  worry,  though,  as  long  aa 
we  knew  we  are  doing  our  little  Ml,  and 
that  ih"  British  ore  going  to  win.  They 
can't  help  but  r  in.  I  'lon't  care  what 
you  take  them  at.  Ihev  have  the  Dutch- 
man  beat.  A  man  can't  help  but  fight 
when  be  sees  what  they  have  don*  to 
thifl  couiltry.  It  Is  hard  to  realise  un- 
less one  actually  aeee  it. 

"I  Muopose  you  would  like  to  know 
what  It  Is  like  when  first  under  shell 
fire,  but  I  can't  if^ncrihc  It.  It  gives  a 
fellow  a  rather  queer  feeling.  The  big 
abeils  give  one  plenty  of  warning;  th*y 
can  be  heard  as  soon  as  they  leave  the 
gim.      It   la   great   to  aee   the   ttoys  run- 


ning  for   their   dugouts   when   they  hear 
them    coming."

Bond  had  been  at  the  restaurant 
early  on  Sunday  evening,  but  left. 
He  returned  about  4  o'<'lock  on  Monday 
morning.  The  other  proprietor,  Mr. 
Ray,  had  gone  home  shortly  before- 
Bond  gave  witness  26  cents  with 
which  to  procure  aome  whisky,  stating 
he  was  feeling  ill.  When  witness  left 
the  restaurant  Bond  was  the  only  per- 
son in  it  and  was  counting  the  cash  in 
the  register.  Witness  went  to  the  West- 
holme  Hotel  and  then  to  the  New  Kng- 
land  Hotel,  eeeklpg  to  secure  the 
whisky,  but  was  refuaed  at  both  places. 
On  returning  to  the  restaurant,  ho 
found  the  place  on  Are.  He  stated  hl«i 
wagefi  were   now   In  arrears  a  fortnight. 

To  Mr.  Brandon  Wong  Yup  stated  it 
was  his  duty  to  keep  the  llrcs  going, 
and  Just  liefore  Bond  arrived  at  the 
restaurant  he  had  placed  a  shovel  of 
coal  upon  the  Are.  From  1 :30  to  4 
a.m.  on  Monday  morning  Ray  and  some 
friends  had  playod  cards  in  the  kitchen, 
some  of  them  smoking.  In  the  aama 
room  were  two  garbage  cans,  one  for 
refuse  food  and  the  other  for  i>aper 
napkins,  etc.  Cfgar  and  cigarette  stubs' 
littered    the    Hoor.

About  one  hundred  members  of  the 
Canadian  Club,  and  a  small  representa- 
tion of  the  Woman's  Canadian  Club  of 
the  city  listened  to  an  exceedingly  *n- 
tartalnlng,  aa  well  aa  a  moat  profit- 
able address  on  agriculture  by  Or.  J. 
a.  Rutherford.  V.  M.  G..  reprasantatlve 
of  the  Natural  Hesources  Department  of 
th«  C.  P.  R.,  at  noon  yesterday  at  the 
Kmpresa  Hotel.  His  remarks  were  so 
Interspersed  with  apt  Illustrations  that 
the  fact  that  the  speaker  waa  giving  his 
hearers  valuable  Information  with  re- 
spect to  the  basic  Industry  was  not  too 
apparent.  There  was  not  a  minut*  in 
tha  course  of  his  entire  address  that 
he  did  not  retain  the  close  attention  of 
thoae  preaent  and  many  obtained, 
through  his  able  preaeotatlon  of  the 
case,  a  new  viewpoint  of  the  agricul- 
tural problem  as  it  affects  Canadians. 

Prefacing  his  remarka.  Dr.  lluther- 
ford  paid  Victoria  the  compliment  of 
auting  that  the  city  had  nothing  to 
fear  from  the  future  Its  prosperity 
was  assured.  He  asserted  that  tha 
people  of  Canada  had  come  to  look  on 
British  Columbia's  capital  aa  a  sort  of 
paradlac  on  earth.  Its  population 
would  continue  to  be  augmented  by 
thoae  who  had  made  competencies  and 
were  looking  for  some  comfortable 
place  to  live.  But,  he  affirmed,  that 
was  not  all,  the  southern  part  of  Van- 
couver Island  having  great  commercial 
and  business  possibilities.  In  British 
Columbia  there  were  larger  agricul- 
tural areas  than  Ifad  been  previously 
realised.  Thia  was  true  of  the  districts 
contiguous  to  Victoria  which  was  most 
important  because  of  the  availability  of 
a  valuable  market.  The  opening  of  the 
Panama  Canal,  too,  might  be  depended 
on  to  have  its  Influence,  aa  there  was 
no  doubt* that  It  would  divert  moat  of 
the  traffic  of  Western  Canada,  large 
portions  passing  through  Vancouver 
and  Victoria.  "So,"  he  observed  "She 
will  soon  be  again  launched  on  the  aea 
of  prosperity,  chastened,  perhaps  not 
unprofltabiy,  by  the  experience  of  the 
present,  but  prosperous. 

"Maaaaraa"  of  OiviUaatloB 

Up  to  about  100  years  ago.  Dr.  Ruth- 
erford ventured  to  declare  there  waa 
no  civillsatlan.  It  might  seem  rather 
a  remarkable  statement  ik^t,  certainly. 
It  was  true  <ia  we  understand  tha  term. 
Up  to  about  that  time  ti'kvel  was 
marked  by  the  same  thconvenlences 
whlc^  applied  In  Biblical  times:  up  to 
that  time  lighting  was  the  same,  with 
a  few  modifications,  aa  that  which  .Voah 
usetP:  and  up  to  that  time  there  were 
few  of  the  accessories  to  the  develop- 
ment of  the  country's  resources  aa  ob- 
tained today.  And  then,  almost  in  the 
twinkling  of  an  eye  there  had  baen  a 
transformation.  Locomotives  and  rail- 
ways were  Introduced,  electricity  was 
trained  for  human  use,  and  man  found 
It  possible  to  move  from  place  to  place 
rapidly,  to  transport  good^s'  witii '  ilka 
rapidity,  to  reach  down  into  the  bowels 
of  the  earth  after  its  riches,  to  turn 
Its  forests  into  merchantable  products, 
and  to  use.  In  many  other  ways  hereto- 
fore impossible,  tha  resources  of  tha 
world. 

"What,"  the  speaker  asked  "had  hap- 
pened?" 

.Not  what  had  befallan  Babylon  and 
Rome,  when  they  reached  the  highest 
point  of  luxury  for  the  few  but  in- 
stead we  all  became  plutocrats."  ICven 
the  boy  In  the  street  had  money  In  his 
pockets.  Men  forgot  the  old  adgge 
that  to  aat  one  must  work.  Yoong 
men  were  not  concerned  with  earning 
money  but  with  making  It  A  day'a 
wage  for  a  day's  work  became  an  old- 
fashioned  axiom.  Kveryone  began  sell- 
ing real  estate,  mining  stocks  and  a 
thousand  and  one  other  things.  Then 
the  bubble  burst.  Men  who  had  been 
walking  with  their  Iieads  In  the  sky 
came  to  earth.  He  understood  that 
there  still  ^ere  people  walking  about 
and    wondering    what   had    happened. 

What  had  occurred  was  perfectly 
natural.  The  men  so  engaged  had  been 
fools.  The  Governments  had  been  fools. 
Kverybody  had  been  living  In  a  fool's 
paradise.  The  end  had  tu  come  be- 
cause the  condition  had  not  been  sail* 
or  reasonable,  because  It  had  been  In 
direct  contravention  of  the  rules  of 
Nature. 

The  war  <vas  another  result  of  hu- 
man "cuasedness."  He  was  certain 
that  everyboJy  facing  him  had  known 
that  the  war  was  coming.  In  their  in- 
nermost consciousness  they  must  have 
known  that  U  had  to  come.  Had  they 
done  anything  to  try  to  prevent  It? 
No,  they  had  simply  followed  the  line 
of  least  resistance.  British  people  as- 
serted that  It  could  have  but  one  out- 
come. Everyone  hoped  that  It  would 
soon  end.  But,  as  much  as  they  hoped 
and  trusted,  ;t  would  go  on  to  its  loir- 
ical  conclusion — that  of  sobering  the 
nations  and  bringing  them  bark  to  a 
logical,  sound  and  sensible  state  <»f 
mind  in  ord^>r  that  the  eaullibrtum  of 
the  human  equation  might  ba  pre- 
acrved. 

Oaa    Orop   VaraUaa 

The  meth)ds  of  agriculture  pursued 
in  Urltish  Columbia  at  least  wer*  com- 
paratively sane,  but  he  could  not  say 
a*  much  for  the  Prairies.  There  the 
farmers  had  been  engaged  In  the  ex- 
ploitation of  the  virgin  soil  No  coun- 
try could  get  far  throuKh  a  system  of 
one  crop  farming.  The  only  Instances 
of  success  attending  such  efforts  fur- 
nished by  history  were  In  connection 
with  the  Nile  country  In  Egypt,  which 
was  flooded  annually.  For  this  rea- 
son those  who  gave  the  matter  thought 
were  advocating  mixed  farming,  which 
meant  the  development  of  the  live- 
stock Industry,  the  main  objort  af  the 
Western  Livestock  L'nion,  of  which  he 
had  the  honor  tu  be  the  presldant. 
and  the  annual  convention  of  which 
waa  In  progress  In  Victoria.  This 
oraaniaatlon  represented  associations 
from  the  Great  l<akes  to  tha  PaclAe 
Coaat  and  Its  chief  aim  was  t*  stimu- 
late the  livestock  industry.  This  could 
be  dene  In  3iany  ways,  but  oim  of  the 
outstandlna  problems  was  the  t«l*k- 
llsbment  of  a  reliable,  equitable  and 
fair    market. 

Grain  arowiaa.  Dr.  Rutlwrford  •*• 
serted.  waa  not  farming  takaa  alana 
It  waa  land  robbery,  and  th*  flagrant 
explottatlen  of  th*ar**aiirc*a  of  the 
land 

Money  was  being  lost  for  Canada  ta 
mttti   waya.  oaa  .pC  wWct   «aa   tfea 


Boalaet  of  the  IndtgaiMua  toduatrial 
puraulta  On  ib«  PaclOc  Coast  the  eon- 
dlUooa  ware  not  far  wrong,  a*  ik* 
natural  producta  ware  manufactured  ta 
a  large  extant  tt  waa  not  so  In  tb» 
Prairies,  however,  where  much  of  Ih* 
product  was  ahlpped  out  practically 
In  Ita  raw  state.  While  he  had  been 
an  ofllclal  of  tha  Aarleultural  Depart- 
ment  wlhere  had  b«cn  critii-lsm  over 
what  had  been  termed  the  catti*  vm- , 
barao.  For  hi*  part  he  had  been  un- 
able to  appraclata  tha  viewpoint  of 
the  agitatora  Previously  loan  *tock 
bad  been  sent  to  the  Old  Country  wa 
ships  which  also  contained  the  grata 
for  their  sustenanc*.  In  other  words, 
the  British  daalera  were  deriving 
profits  which  properly  belonged  to  the 
uaenterprlsing  Canadian*.  How  much 
better  it  would  be  for  the  country  If. 
Instead  of  sending  out  Uvsatock.  tha 
cattle  should  be  slaughtered  at  home, 
and  converted  into  the  finished  pro- 
ducta demanded  by  the  market?  Not 
only  this  but  how  much  bettor,  too. 
would  it  be  were  the  grain  ground  at 
home?  These  were  questions  of  great 
Importance  to  the  Dominion  which  had 
to  be  considered  and  solvod. 
•owoa  of  Waalth 

Dr.  Rutherford  admitted  that  he  ap- 
preciated that  thoae  to  whom  he  spoke 
wer*  not  farmers,  but  they  could  do  a 
lot  by  recognising  that  the  farmers 
ware  men  of  tha  greatest  Importance 
to  the  community,  that  the  population 
was  dependent  on  them  for  tha 
"grub"  which  they  bought  and  for  th* 
money  with  which  they  made  their 
purchases. 

On  the  Pralriea  there  was  a  town 
named  L.eth>irldge.  which  had  recently 
fallen  on  evil  times,  and,  aa  the  out- 
come of  Its  difficulties,  what  waa 
knowp  aa  the  rural  section  of  Its 
Board  of  Trade  was  formed.  This  body 
had  been,  and  atlll  was,  consulted  about 
everything  of  importance  to  the  city 
and  the  districts  round  about  Such  a 
recognition  rf  the  agriculturists  had 
been  of  the  greatest  beneflt.  The  sys- 
tem had  been  found  to  work  admirably. 
Now,  on  every  proposal  affecting  the 
section,  the  people,  citltens  and  farm- 
vs,  presented  a  united  front  and  were 
able  to  achieve  much  more  than  they 
would    were   they   still   divided. 

The  speaker  also  suggested  that  the 
farmer  being  far  from  an  expert  in 
financial  matter*,  he  should  be  given 
every  assistance  possible  along  this 
line.  In  this  connection  he  observed 
that  the  Canadian  twnking  system 
was  not  faultless,  as  had  been  found 
on  the  Prairies,  and  he  ventured  the 
prophecy  that,  If  there  was  not  an  im- 
provement If  the  banka  did  not  s^n 
adapt  themselves  to  modern  conditions 
and  requirements,  "something  would 
drop." 

President  Jackson  t  thanked  Dr. 
Rutherford  for  his  address  and  the 
gathering  dispersed  after  ainging  the 
National   Anthem. 


SEED  CLTOE  WILL 
WEW  DKTRlCr 


Growers  See  Bright  Outlook  for 
Commercial  Success  of  the 
Movement — Plan  Energetic 
Work  Next  Year, 


Reports  to  the  effect  that  the  open- 
ings for  the  production  of  seeds  on  a 
commercial  basis  are  exceptionally  good 
in  this  district:  that  the  seed  produced 
here  is  easily  twenty-five  per  cent,  bet- 
ter than  the  imported  varieties,  and  that 
there  should  be  no  difficulty  In  securing 
a  local  market  for  all  the  seed  that  can 
be  produced  in  this  section  for  the  next 
two  or  three  years,  while,  later,  the  out- 
put would  find  ready  sale  elsewhere, 
were  some  of  the  conclusion*  which  a 
number  of  gentlemeip  Intereeted  In  the 
matter  reached  yesterday  at  a  meet(ng 
held  In  the  rooms  of  the  Victoria  and 
Island  Development  Association.  A  re- 
port of  the  work  already  done,  to  the 
end  that  local  seed  growers  might  get 
together  and  organise  the  Induatry  upon 
a  businesslike  basis,  was  submitted. 
Alderman  Todd  presided,  and  a  large 
number  of  growers  were   present. 

Commissioner  Cuthbert  stated  that 
Professor  Macoun,  of  the  Dominion  Hor- 
ticultural Branch,  had  been  communi- 
cated with,  and  asked  to  use  his  efforts 
to  the  end  that  a  Dominion  Inypeetor  be 
appointed  her*  to  Inspect  *eed8  when 
produced. 

Offer  of  Aaalotaaee 

Prefesnor  Stevenson,  head  of  the  Do- 
minion Experimental  Karm  near  Sidney, 
outlined  the  work  uf  tha  Canadian  Seed 
Growers'  Association,  the  headquarters 
of  which  are  at  Ottawa,  and  suggested 
that  local  growers  should  become  mem- 
bers of  that  organisation,  as  such  a 
course  would  be  helpful  when  it  came 
to  the  marketing  of  the  seeds,  as  well  as 
from  the  educational  standpoint.  Mr. 
Robinson,  of  the  Provincial  Department 
of  Agriculture,  offered  his  assistance 
wherever  possible,  and  expressed  his 
willingness  to  act  as  an  Inspector  of 
plants  and  seeds  until  other  arrange- 
ments could   be  made. 

It  was  decided  that  each  grower  here 
should  become  a  member  of  the  Cana- 
dian Seed  Growers'  Association,  and  at 
another  meeting  each  will  submit  a  re- 
port as  to  the  amount  of  land  he  pro- 
poses to  devote  to  seed  cuHure  and  the 
variety  of  seed  to  be  cultivated.  The 
opinion  of  the  growers  present  at  the 
meeting  was  that  the  Victoria  and  Islahd 
Development  Association  had  started  a 
movement  of  great  public  Importance  In 
Inaugurating  the  seed  culture  scheme, 
which  would  prove  of  great  future  bene- 
flt to  this  district,  and  it  wan  stated 
that  next  year  fn>m  thirty  to  forty 
growers  will  devote  their  attention  to 
th*  producion  of  seeds  on  a  commercial 
ttasis.

MR.  WM.  SNIDER  DEAD 

Floaaer  of  Frovlaoe,  Who  Beaebed  Car- 
iboo la  lata — xaved  ta  TIctoila  for 
Many  Teara 


Mr.  Wllllari  Snider,  a  pioneer  of  the 
Province,  and  who  was  closely  asso- 
ciated with  Victoria  for  many  years, 
(lied  on  Monday  at  Vancouver.  .Mr. 
Hnlder  waa  born  near  Aurora,  Onl.,  on 
October  5,  1»I0,  and  received  his  early 
education  at  the  public  school  In  that^ 
village.  In  Itii'i  he  joined  the  rush  to 
the  Cariboo  gold  fields,  making  the 
Journey  by  way  of  the  Isthmus  of  Pa- 
nama. He  reached  Victorin  in  .Vprll  ot 
that  year  and  immediately  proceedeil 
to  tlie  Mainland  'on  his  way  to  tho 
gold  country.  Going  by  the  Llllouet 
route,  he  h^d  the  usual  goldseeker's 
experience  of  that  day,  walklnt;  over 
the  old  trail  to  Quesnel  Forks  with  a 
heavy  pack  on  his  bark.  Finding  no 
employment  at  the  Forks,  he  crossed 
the  mountains  to  Harkerville,  un-l 
worked  on  William's  Creek  for  the  re- 
mainder  of   the   season. 

In  the  Fall  Mr.  i^nlder  Journcyd 
biirk  to  Victoria,  tntendlns  to  reurn 
to  Cariboo  In  the  Spring.  While  iiere 
he  alracted  the  attention  uf  Sir  James 
Douglaf,  who  appdinted  him  road  com- 
missioner for  Vancouver  Island,  being 
the  first  to  hold  that  office.  Many  of 
the  roads  of  the  Island  were  l)uiU 
un<ler  his  direction.  He  also  engaged 
,n  ranchin,<  In  Saanlch,  but,  finding 
that  th*  two  occupation*  conflicted,  he 
sold  his  ranch  and  moved  Into  Vic- 
toria, where  he  ll\e<l  for  many  years 
When  the  wagon  road  to  .Nanalmo  was 
111  ronrse  of  constrtirtlon  Mr.  Mnlder 
established  %  sawmill  on  Coldstream 
Cit^k.  In  the  heart  of  a  heavy  timber 
tract.  This  he  kept  running  for  some 
years,  eventually  selling  his  land  In- 
tereetM  to  the  E*<4Ulmalt  Water  Worki 
C'.mpany. 

Mr.  Snider,  about  twelve  years  ago. 
removed  to  Vancouver,  where  he  en- 
g#ged  In  the  business  of  a  contractor. 
H<-  b'jilt  many  of  the  municipal  roads 
of  North  Vancouver  and  especially 
about   the   Lonsdale  property. 

He  married  shortly  after  his  arrival 
in  the  colony  a  Miss  Cheesenian,  whose 
father  was  an  official  of  the  Hudson's 
Bay  Compaa*'.  and  who  resided  Ju*t 
outside  of  Fort  Victoria  on  what  Is 
now  Govcrnmaat  S:r«iet  He  lea  res  six 
sons  and  five  daughters.  The  sons  are 
George  Rl-^hard.  Wilfred  t'herlcs,  Albert 
William,  Edwin  Perctval,  now  on  the 
firing  lln*  In  Northern  France. Arthur 
Victor  and  Norman.  Ill*  dauahtcr* 
are  Mr*.  Ambrose  AOams.  Mrs.  Whlt- 
tlngham.  North  Vsnco>iv*r;  Mrs.  A.  W. 
Ward.  VaBfOu»er;  Mrs.  Celderberg. 
Montreal,  and  Mies  Hasel  Snider.  Van- 
couver.

MEET  TO 


Difficulties  of  Y.  M.  C.  A.  Are 
Explained  —  Decision  to 
Fornfi  Canvassing  Com- 
mittee. 


A  citlsens'  meeting  was  held  yeater- 
day  afternoon  at  the  Invitation  of  the 
Y.  M.  C.  A.  directors  In  the  council 
chamber  of  the  Board  of  Trade.  The 
idea  of  the  meeting  was  to  explain  the 
present  financial  difficulties  of  the  .\8- 
sociatton  to  representative  cltlr.cne  and 
sack  their  co-opcratlun  In  the  task  of 
nnding  a  way  out  of  the  crisis  with 
which-  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.  Is  at  present 
faced.  A  number  of  well-known  sup- 
poilers  of  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.  were  present, 
and  there  was  a  fair  attendance  uf 
prominent    business    men    of  the   city. 

.Mr.  Oei>.  Bell,  piesldent  of  the  Y.  M. 
C.  A.  board  of  <lirector8.  called  the 
meeting  tu  order,  und,  after  thanking 
the  Board  of  Trade  for  the  use  of  the 
room,  explained  the  Mituatton.  The 
difficulty  really  arose  In  the  tirst  place 
from  the  fact  that  when  the  preaent 
bulldini;  was  erected  only  |8t.O00  wer* 
actually  paid  of  the  amount  of  |100,- 
UOO  BUbtici  ilied  towards  It.  The  liulld^ 
lug  <.'0.st  |15(),U0U,  and  the  .VsHOClatlon 
started  operations  In  IIh  preweiil  quar- 
ters with  a  deilcit  of  I70.000  lUc  years 
ago.  The  Association.  Mr.  Bell  ex- 
plained, had  kept  pace  with  all  run- 
ning expenses  and  had  made  consider- 
able reduction  In  the  capltul  debt  be- 
fore the  hard  timcn  started.  Kveiy- 
thlng  ppHSlble  had  been  done  to  cut 
down  exi>en8cK.  but  they  were  faceil  to- 
day with  a  debt  of  171.000,  and  the 
directors  had  thought  It  the  best  policy 
to  take  the  ilty  Into  their  confidence 
before  they   tiecamc   hopelessly   Involved. 

The  Great  West  Permanent  Loan  Com- 
pany had  become  Impatient  for  the  pay- 
ment of  the  InteieHt  due  on  a  mort- 
gage which  was  secured  by  the  personal 
bond  of  eleven  Victoria  ■  Itlr.ens  of 
tS.OOO  each.  The  Association  was 
$7,500  behind  In  lis  repayments  of  prin- 
cipal to  that  company  and  IS.OOO  In 
payments  of  Interest,  and  the  conipiiny 
had  sent  the  directors  an  ulllmNtiim  de- 
manding cash  for  the  arrears  of  In- 
terest before  November  15.  falling  which 
they  would  inslittite  suit  against  the 
liondsmen.  -K  supreme  effort  had  be- 
come necessar>-  In  onlcr  to  proterl  the 
bondsmen  who  had  helped  the  .\Knocla- 
tlon.  and  alfo  to  prevent  the  good  work 
of  the  Association  In  the  cHv  belntc 
brought  to  an  end  owing  to  financial 
difficulties.

chairman  called  on  Mr.  William,  the 
general  secretary  of  the  lues  I  V.  M.  r. 
A.,  to  whose  liusineeilike  ability  and 
efforts  to  make  the  d»dlsr  clastic,  he 
paid  a  fine  irlhute.  to  say  s  few  wnnls 
relative  |o  the  wope  of  the  Institution's 
work   In  the   elty.

These  men  formed  a  great  part  nt  their 
conetltuency.  snd  their  absence  w»«  In 
a  targe  mcsstire  'responsible  for  the 
preaeut  difficulties.

ThiM  waa  the  very  appropriate  name 
given  to  an  aaaoclation  organised  to 
help  at  home  while  the  aoldlera  went  to 
Belgium.  Among  the  women  members, 
L,ady  Emmett  was  a  leader.  The  ladles 
soon  found  ample  employment  In  caring 
for  the  Belgian  refugees.  No  sooner 
had  they  begun  to  land  than  a  great 
building  was  opened  in  Kingsway.  Here 
half  a  million  of  garments  were  dis- 
tributed to  the  strangers.  In  h  wonder- 
fully short  time  homes  were  found  tor 
them  In  all  parts  of  the  country.  A 
number  of  accomplished  ladles  attended 
at  the  stations  and  wharves  and  at  the 
placea  of  reception  to  act  as  Interpret- 
ers for  the  bewildered  refugees.  Many 
lent  their  motor  cars  for  transport.,  and 
In  every  way  possible  helped  to  make 
ISngland   a   home   for   the  homeletis. 

A  hospital  was  opened  for  the  wound- 
ed Belgians,  and  provision  was  made 
for  British  soldiers,  who  were  trans- 
ported by  the  society.  Not  only  did  the 
ladles  knit  and  sew,  nurse  and  keep 
books  and  do  a  hundred  other  deeds  of 
kindnesa,  spending  their  own  money 
without  stint,  but  they  assisted  In  re- 
cruiting. The  fruits  of  their  labors  are 
seen  today,  when  women  of  all  classes 
are  serving  In  the  munition  factories, 
and  when  throughout  the  length  and 
breadth  of  the  land,  the  wounded  are 
cared  for  In  hospitals  many  of  which 
have  been  given  and  furnished  by  the 
munificence  of   Individuals,

on  Friday  evening.  There  are  few  In- 
deed who  have  done  ao  much  for  this 
cauae  aa  Mrs.  Hamilton.  She  has  given 
of  her  very  tMst  and  has  left  it  to  the 
people  of  Victoria  to  make  her  gift 
supply  the  food,  clothing  and  shelter 
of  which  thouaands  upon  thousands  of 
Belgian  children  atlll  stand  In  need. 

In  the  terrible  succession  of  sorrows 
of  this  time  we  are  all  apt  to  forgst 
that  the  people  of  Belgium  muat  atlll 
be  fed  and  that  the  orphana  made  by 
the  war  are,  by  right,  the  wards  of  the 
British  peoples.  It  Is  little.  Indeed,  we 
csn  do,  but  if  we  unite  we  can,  at  least, 
forward  a  sum  which  will  represent 
something  like  the  value  of  the  product 
of  Mrs.  inter  liamllton's  genius  and 
labor. 

The  following  paragraph  from  an  ap- 
peal by  Mr.  U.  n.  Cheaterton  on  behalf 
of  the  Belglana  shows  why  British  peo- 
ple everywhere  should  continue  to  give 
what  they  can  for  the  relief  of  the 
Belgians: 

'Thirdly,  this  people  we  have  heard  of 
dally  have  endured  thla  unhoard-of 
thing,  and  endured  It  for  us.  There  are 
countless  cases  for  compaasion  among 
the  bewildering  and  heartrending  by- 
products of  the  war;  but  this  is  not  a 
caae  of  compassion.  This  is  a  case  for 
that  mere  working  minimum  of  a  sense 
of  honor  that  inakea  us  repay  a  poor 
man  who  has  advanced  his  laat  penny  to 
post  a  letter  we  have  forgotten  to  stamp, 
in  this  respect  Belgium  stands  alone; 
and  the  claims  even  of  other  Allies  msy 
well  stand  aside  till  she  Is  paid  to  the 
uttermost  farthing.  There  has  been 
self-aacrlfice  everywhere  else;  but  it 
was  sclf-aacrlflcs  of  individuals,  each 
for  his  own  country;  the  Serbian  dying 
for  Herbla,  or  the  Italian  for  Italy.  But 
the  Belgian  did  not  merely  die  for  Bel- 
glum,  Belgium  died  for  Kurope.  Not 
only  was  the  soldier  sacrlflced  for  the 
nation;  the  nation  was  sacrificed  for 
mankind.  It  Is  s  sacrifice  which  is,  I 
think,  quite  unique  even  among  Chris- 
tians: and  quite  Inconceivable  among 
pagans.  If  we  even  privately  utter  a 
murmur,  or  even  privately  grudge  a 
penny  for  binding  the  wounds  of  so  soli- 
tary and  exceptional  a  martyr,  we  our- 
selves shall  be  something  almost  as 
solitary  and  exceptional.  We  shall,  per- 
haps, be  nearest  to  the  state  of  that 
unspeakable  sociologist  who  persuaded 
his  wife  to  partake  of  a  simultaneous 
suicide,  and  then  himself  cheerfully 
lived   on."

Our  Tlsltlaff  Vunss 

Victoria  has  no  tenement  district. 
Kvery  child  born  In  our  city  may.  If 
its  mother  is  wise  enough,  enjoy  sun- 
shln«-  and  fresh  air.  The  hopeless 
class,  born  into  misery,  does  not  exist 
here.  Children  have  their  birthright 
of  wholesome,  natural  play  In  every 
part  of  the  town.  When  they  are  old 
enough  the  schools  are  open  to  the 
.ions  and  daughters  of  the  poorest 
parents,  and  only  the  practised  eye  of 
nurso  or  teacher  can  distinguish  be- 
tween those  who  coms  from  homes 
where  life  is  a  struggle  for  dally  bread 
and  the  chlldran  of  the  rich  or  well-to- 
do. 

Yet  it  would  be  a  mistake  If  any 
one,  resident  or  atranger.  concluded 
from  these  facts  that  there  are  no 
poor  In  the  city.  We  are  not  free 
from  the  burden  which  Christians  have 
had  to  bear  ever  since  the  Master  said, 
"The  poor  ye  have  always  with  you." 
Those  who  doubt  Ihls  would  do  well 
to  make  the  acquaintance  of  the 
nurses  of  the  Victorian  Order,  whose 
duty  It  Is  to  answer  all  calls  that  come 
from  homes  where  Incomes  will  not 
allow  of  'the  hiring  of  trained  nurses. 
An  Inquirer  will  flnd  that  families  oc- 
cupy one.  two  or  three  rooms  in  many 
houses  that  look  like  comfortable  cot- 
tages. The  owners  or  tenants  let  some 
of  these  at  a  surprisingly  low  rate, 
giving  the  newcomer.  In  some  cases] 
the  privilege  of  using  the  kitchen. 
Oftener  the  poor  family  iivcs  In  the 
outskirts  of  the  city  in  a  dwelling  on 
a  lot  bought  In  better  times.  Some- 
times the  ho\ise  hss  not  been  flnished 
snd  the  lot  only  partly  paid  for.  From 
the  Willows  Beach  or  Foul  Bay  Road 
to  CSarden  City  or  Esquimau  such  lit- 
tle homes  may  be  seen  at  Intervals  by 
those  who  look  for  them.  Occasionally 
the  husband  is  a  soldier  with  three 
or  four  children  Sometimes  he  Is  a 
mechanic  or  lalK>rer.  doing  a  day's  work 
now  and  again. 

.Vot  so  often,  the  nurses  aay.  as  Is 
generally  thought  the  father  is  dissi- 
pated. In  the  great  majority  of  cases 
the  women  are  Induatrioua  and  cheer- 
ful, making  the  most  of  their  oppor- 
tunities The  children  are  well-bchav«d 
and  affectionate,  and  the  homes  clean 
and  tidy.  The  mothers,  it  Is  freely 
confessed.^  are  not  as  provident  as 
they  shotild  be.  When  money  comes. 
It  Is  used  too  freely,  and  there  are 
limes  of  ne«<l.  Vet  these  women  are 
ready  to  help  each  other.  No  one  la 
ever  left  to  suffer  for  want  of  anything 
a  neighbor  can  do  or  auppiy. 

Th..  Victorian  nurses  (there  are  two 
of  them  in  Victoria!  Uka  their  part  In 
this  neighborly  work.  Any  hour  of  the 
day  or  Bight,  they  are  rssdy  to  respond 
to  cslls  for  the  skilled  nursing  tlwt 
tOe  kind-hesrted  neighbor*  csnavt  givs 
The  nurse  attend*  the  doctor,  and  does 
not  leave  till  mothsr  and  balls  ars  cosh 
rortable.

Other  cases  of  illnsss  are  attandsd  at 
tne  rate  of  fifty  cents  aa  hour.  If  the 
Patient  can  pay.  for  nothing,  if  noces- 
sary.  A  little  suVorer  from  pneumonia 
recently  made  a  good  recovery  with  no 
other  nursing  tlian  that  of  the  mother 
with  the  aaalatance  and  teaching  the 
nurse  could  give  In  her  dally  visit. 
An  elder  child  waa  nursed  in  a  aimtlar 
way  through  a  caas  of  acuta  indiges- 
tion that  threatened  bis  life. 

An  elderly  msn  salfering  from  par- 
tial paralysis  had  his  last  days  soothod 
by  the  ministrations  of  the  visiting 
nurse,  who  never  came  without  bring- 
ing relief  and  vhaer  to  his  lonely  room. 
A  woman,  aulfsring  from  an  Incurable, 
lingering  dlaeass.  a  little  boy  with  an  In- 
fected fooL  an  old  lady  with  no  daugh- 
ter to  care  'or  her.  or  man  with  an 
Injured  limb:  these  are  seme  of  th«. 
people  who  receive  daily  vialta  from 
the  nurses  who  bathe,  maaaage  or  bind 
up  wounds,  as  f>ceaaion  may  require. 

it  cannot  be  aald  too  often  that  every 
one  who  enaploya  theae  nurses  at  the 
maximum  charge,  not  only  docs  not  re- 
ceive charity  but  helps  to  mske  It  pos- 
sible for  others  who  cannot  pay  to 
benefit  by  their  services.  No  nurses 
in  Canada  have  higher  qualiflcatlons 
than  Hhose  required  of  the  Victorian 
order. 

How  hard  our  nurses  hsve  to  work 
this  Fall  may  be  seen  from  the  follow- 
>ng  account  of  the  visits  paid  on  one 
day  last  week. 

The  nurses  left  home  together  about 
half-past  eight.  This  was  a  little  later 
than  usual.  One  ef  them  went  %u  pay' 
an  hour's  vlait  to  a  mother  and  baby 
on  Flsgard  Street.  As  soon  as  she 
Wfw  free  a  doctor  carried  her  off  to 
Oak  Bay  to  help  him  with  a  slight  oper- 
ation. Returning  to  town  ahc  spent  an 
hour  with  a  mother  and  baby  on  l^ort 
Street.  Ttien  went  to  care  for  anotiier 
In  Victoria  West,  coming  back  to  lunch 
at  the  Home  on  Cook  Street. 

In  the  afternoon  a  visit  was  paid  on 
a  street  near  Beacon  Hill  Park  about 
half  a  mile  from  the  car  line,  a  second 
to  Waahlngton  Avenue,  off  the  Douglaa 
Street  car  line,  and  a  third  to  Cave 
Street,  near  the  Gorge  car  line. 

To  the  ordinary  woman  such  a  day 
would  have  been  well  fllled  In  had  the 
calls  been  only  made,  for  pleasure. 
When  It  Is  remembered  that  at  all  theae 
calls  but  one.  where  only  advice  waa 
given,  the  hour  was  fllled  with  strenu- 
ous, and.  In  some  cases,  anxious  work, 
the  labor  of  the  nurse  who  looks  upon 
the  city  aa  a  big  hospital  ward  will 
be   appreciated. 

The  other  nyrse  found  her  way  to 
Bay  Street,  near  the  Jubilee  Hospital, 
paid  a  call  at  Shakespeare  Street,  went 
out  to  Olympic  Avenue,  Uplands,  then 
took  a  Journey  of  some  three  miles  or 
more  to  beyond  Harriet  Street  station, 
and  returned  to  luncheon.  Visits  to 
John's  Street  and  King's  iXoad  were 
made  In  the  afternoon.  When  the  reader 
learns  that  already  this  month  there 
have  been  ten  night  calls,  she  will  un- 
derstand that  our  visiting  nurses  ouRht 
to  be  endowed  with  great  strength  and 
endurance. 

The  experiment  was  tried  this  Sum- 
mer of  using  a  motor  car.  The  head 
nurse.  Miss  Wallace,  purchased  one, 
only  stipulating  that  the  society  shelild 
pay  running  expenses.  These  amounted 
to  about  flO  a  month,  but  recently  the 
committee  felt  obliged  to  give  up  the 
Flan  as  too  expensive.  When  we  re- 
membered how  much  time  must  be  lost 
In  making  connections  and  waiting  for 
ears  we  can  appreciate  how  very  re- 
luctant the  members  of  the  committee 
must  have  been  to  make  the  change. 
The  truth  Is  there  ought  to  be  another 
nurse,  and  at  least  one  motor  car  l>e- 
longin<r   to  he   Home. 

It  would  be  wrong  to  conclude  thla 
article  without  paying  tribute  to  Miss 
Wallace  and  her  co-worker,  Mlas  Tur- 
ner. Neither  of  them  spsres  herself. 
Strong,  skilful  and  cheerful  they  carry 
enlightenment  aa  well  as  relief  Into 
every  home  they  enter.  Both  of  them 
see  the  good  In  all  the  men  and  women 
they  meet.  Both  are  solicitous  for  the 
welfare  of  the  children,  and  both  appre- 
ciate very  highly  the  grktitude  of  the 
women  they  acrve.  Victoria  Is  very 
fortunate  indeed  In  having  nurses  so 
ntted  to  fulfll  the  Master's  command, 
"Heal  the  sick.  " 

The  society  under  which  they  work, 
and  which  Is  so  ably  presided  over  by 
Mrs.  Harold  Robertson,  deserves  the 
support  of  all  classes  in  the  commun- 
ity. Mothers  snd  babies,  the  old  and 
the  helpless  and  suffering  at  home  need 
care  andi  the  tender,  loving  ministra- 
tions of  good  women.  Money  cannot 
be  put  to  better  use  than  In  supplying 
these.  A  little  self-denial  on  the  part 
of  those  of  us  who  are  well  and  who 
live  In  comfort  would  put  the  Victoria 
Branch  of  the  Victorian  Order  of 
Nurses  In  s  position  to  csrry  on  Its 
work  In  the  coming  season,  .when  It  Is 
to  be  feared  it  will  be  specially  needed.

"^he  meetInK  waa  held  in  the  Klng'a 
Dsnsbtera  feat  room  and  many  mem- 
bcra  of  the  aoclety  were  preaent.  Mr. 
ArtllUr  W.  MtiCurdy  occupied  the  chair, 
■M  at  tb«  commencement  of  the  maet- 
Inf  read  a  letter  from  Capt.  C.  U 
Iloberta.  of  Bamneld.  concemlna  the 
electrical  diaturtmncea  noticed  laat 
f«ummer  in  varloua  polnta  alons  the 
Coaat.  Capt.  Roberta,  In  hia  letter, 
Btatad  that  on  June  It  and  IT  the  phcno- 
ni«n«  rendered  telegraphic  communica* 
Hon  between  here  and  Montfeal  Impoa- 
•Ikle,  although  the  wirea  from  V4n- 
cotivar  to  Montreal  wera  not  affected. 

Dr.  Plaakett.  In  opening  hla  dla- 
cotirse.  -  aUted  that  aome  aatronomera 
ware  of  opinion  that  what  was  t^  b« 
Bean  of  Jupiter  waa  a  gaaeoua,  and  not 
a  aolld,  body.  The  pUnet  had  a  curloua 
marking  on  tha  aurface,  Which  took  the 
•hape  of  belta  or  banda.  Theae  were 
parallel  to  the  equator,  but  were  not 
uniform  In  thickneaa  and  were  due  to 
■oma  cloud  formation  of  which  little 
wga  known  about  the  origin. 

It  waa  ))elleved  that  the  nucleus,  the 
maaa,  of  Jupiter  waa  of  a  very  high 
temperature,  and  while  the  clouda 
which  ahrouded  Ita  aurface  were  con- 
aldarably  lower  fn  temperature.  It  waa 
impoiHlble  for  any  Ufa  to  exlat  In 
Jupiter  that  waa  almllar  to  that  which 
probably  axlatad  on  Mara,  Venua  and 
Motna  other  planeta,  which  had  cooled 
d(/wn  aufllciently  to  preaent  a  dried-up 
and  aolid   cruat. 

"One  can  aee  Juplter'«  aatellltea 
moving  back  and  forward  In  a  atraight 
Una."  aald  Dr.  Plaakatt,  "but  unleaa  the 
planat  la  cloaaly  watched,  they  aeem  to 
move  with  Irregularity,  although  thia 
la  not  ao.  The  Inner  aatallite  takea 
only  forty-two  houia  to  paaa  over  Its 
courac,  while  the  outer  aatellite  occu> 
plea  •Igteen  daya  In  making  the  tranalt. 
Uadar  prdinary  oondtttona  only  four 
aataillMa  may  be  aeen.  The  fifth  w«a 
diacoverad  by  Profeaaor  Barnard  in 
ItfO,  while  othera  have  been  found  Com- 
paratively   recently    by    photography."

Dr.  Plas:<dlt  aaplalnod  the  formationa 
of  tha  rlnga,  which  aurrounded  Baturn 
and  which  greatly  added  to  Ita  pacu- 
llarlty.  There  wera  thraa  rlnga.  10* 
ml  lea  thick,  and  tbaae  revolved  around 
the  planet  In  the  aame  way  aa  tha 
aatellltea.  It  waa  now  believed  that 
the  rlnga  were  oompoaed  of  partlclea 
of  rock  and  gravel,  which  floated  In- 
dependently in  apace. 

"If  hablUbla."  declared  Dr.  rUakett. 
"the  people  of  Saturn  would  Indaed 
have  wonderful  akiea  to  view.  They 
would  be  able  to  clearly  diatingulah  ten 
moona,  at  different  perloda,  and  the 
rlnga  would  appear  to  them  aa'  •  huge, 
coloiieaii    rainbow." 

Dr.  Plaakett'a  *addreaa  occaaioned  con- 
alderable  dlacuaalon  at  Ita  cloaa  and 
aevcral  Intereating  alidea  were  eaat 
upon  the  wall  depleting  the  varloua 
atagea  In  the  renatruetion  and  aa- 
aamblj(^  of  the  world's  largeat  teleacope 
that  which  l«  to  be  erected  at  Little 
Baanlch  Mountain.  The  picturea  ahowed 
cl««rly  how  the  maaalve  lena  waa 
poliahed  and  teated.  The  diac.  accord- 
ing to  Dr.  Plaakett,  weighed  B.OOO 
pounds,  while,  the  mirror  cell  would 
probably  be  three  tone. 

With  regard  to  the  completion  of  the 
tel<>Hr-ope,  Dr.  Plaakett  aald  that,  while 
a  fon.4iderable  part  of  the  work  of 
erecting  the  frame  at  the  alte  had  been 
acoompliahed,  the  dome  and  main  part 
of  the  apparatUH  would  not  arrive  here 
until  February.  The  flnlahing  touche«< 
to  the  machinery  and  lena  would  not  be 
completed  until  the  beginning  of  the 
new  year.

tlrm  that  the  object  haa  been  occupa- 
tion and  eonqueat,  at  leaat,  ao  far  as 
Majorca  la   concerned.  , 

"It  will  be  remembered  that  two 
yeara  ago  a  couple  of  large  German 
cruisers  remained  for  a  long  time  In 
our  bay  (Palma).  and  their  frequent 
movements  excited  lively  comment  In 
the  city  of  Palma.  Above  all,  1  re- 
member the  Innumerable  soundings 
taken  all  round  the  cuaat.  the  vessels 
even  entering  small  coves  and  Inlets 
quite  useless  lo  modern  battleships,  but 
excellent  baaes  and  hiding-places  for 
carrying  on  aubmarina  warfare  In  the 
Mediterranean. 

"More  recently  even,  It  will  be  re- 
membered that  at  the  l>«glnnlng  of 
July,  1914,  the  German  Consul  address- 
ed a  aerlea  of  queatlons  to  the  Harbor 
Works  Committee,  aorae  of  which  legi- 
timately referred  tu^  commercial  rela- 
tions, and  others,  iThlch  had  for  their 
object  tha  acqul^lon  of  data  which 
would  only  b^^^i^eful  In  the  caae  of  a 
military   expedition. 

Mratarloaa  Tlaltor. 

"Another  incident,  not  so  well  known 
aa  those  which  1  have  drawn  attention 
to,  haa  served  to  open  our  eyes.  For 
aeveral  years  past  a  German  gentleman, 
whoaa  poaltion  and  profeaslon  were 
equally  difficult  to  find  out.  lived 
amongat  aa,  occupying  quarters  In  the 
Caaerlo  del  Terrcno.  He  made  frequent 
excuralona  all  over  the  ialand,  explor- 
ing hill  and  dale  in  all   directions. 

"During  June  of  last  year ''the  Teu- 
ton referred  to  wrote  to'  a  stockbroker 
in  Palma  (Majorca),  ordering  him  to 
sell  Spanish  Interior  four  per  cent 
bonds;  he  was  doing  this,  hs  he  did  not 
scruple  to  explain,  because  'the  Euro- 
pean war  «^as  imminent.'  The  conflict 
broke  out  In  August,  and  ahortty  after 
Its  commencement  we  found  out  that 
the  German  tourist  who  had  passed  a 
solitary  existence  amongst  us  for  Ave 
years,  apparently  without  profession 
or  occupation,  was  a  general  on  the  ac- 
tive list,  belonging  to  the  Engineers 
Corps  of  the  German  army.  At  the 
preaent  moment,  or,  rather,  a  abort 
time  ago,  he  held  a  command  In  the 
army  of  occupation  In  Belgium. 

"Germany  would  not  send  a  general 
belonging  to  a  highly  technical  corps 
to  reside  for  auch  a  long  period  In  an 
Island  like  ours  if  her  projects  In  the 
near  future  had  not  absolutely  demand- 
ed such  a  course,  and  1  am  convinced 
that  the  archives  of  the  German  Gen- 
eral Staff  would  throw  considerable 
light  on  this  man's  doings  in  Palma. 

"Taking  these  details  Into  account,  it 
may  not  be  considered  extravagant  to 
affirm,  or  at  least  to  presume,  that  the 
occupation  of  Majorca  waa  a  part  of 
the  German  plan,  for  it  would  form  an 
excellent  baae  for  cutting  communica- 
tions between  France  anU  her.  African 
colonies,  thus  preventing  the  transport 
of  troops  to  Europe  and  depriving  the 
Republic  of  a  number  of  flrst-class 
fighting  men,  and,  at  the  same  time, 
paralyzing  all  traffic  from  the  aouthern 
ports  of  France. 

"The  Intervention  of  England  In  the 
war,  which  Germany,  In  principle,  had 
not  counted  upon,  made  auch  an  expe- 
dition Impossible.  Since  Britain  Is  In- 
disputably Mistress  of  the  .Seas,  the 
island  of  Majorca  has  been  preserved 
to  Spain,  and  any  attempt  at  brutally 
violating  her  neutrality,  as  happened  In 
tha  caae  of  martyred  Belgium,  has  been 
definitely  knocked  on  the  head.  The 
service  which  the  British  aquadrona, 
almost  without  leaving  their  ports, 
have  rendered  to  thia  country  may 
aerve  to  appease  the  anguish'  of  those 
a-ho  weep  at  the  eight  of  the  Rock  of 
Gibraltar." 

Triad  to  Bay  Salaad. 

Disappolnament  at  the^tum  of  events 
could  not  make  the  Germans  forget  the 
"possibilities"  of  the  Balearic  Islands. 
About  the  middle  of  May  the  rumor 
was  confirmed  that  an  endeavor  had 
been  made  to  sell  one  of  them  to  an 
agent  of  Germany.  The  ialand  In  ques- 
tion «'as  Cabrera,  aituated  at  a  distance 
of  about  ten  mllea  to  the  south  of  Ma- 
jorca, which  had  without  doubt  been 
likewise  thoroughly  explored  by  the 
Ubiquitous  von  Schultt.  The  attempt 
failed,  however,  for  the  Spanish  Gov- 
ernment, being  notified  of  what  wax 
going  on,  promptly  declared  the  pro- 
perty as  of  "public  utility,"  aa  forming 
part  of  the  Spantah  realm,  and  aa  such 
inalienable.  The  declaration  was  fol- 
lowed by  the  publication  of  a  Royal 
Order  in  The  Gaaette,  of  June  25.  ItlS. 
of  which  the  follftwiag  la  an  extract: 

'Hla  Majeaty  the  King.  In  agieement 
with  the  Council  of  Ministers,  has 
deigned  to  approve  your  Excellency's 
<the  Minister  of  War's)  proposition  to 
declare  the  Island  of  Cabrera,  of  the 
province  of  Raleares,  aa  of  public  util- 
ity, ond  as  such  subject  to  compulsory 
expropriation,  in  the  terms  of  the  din- 
positions  contained  in  the  law  referred 
to  and  I  he  regulatlona  for  putting  it 
Into  force." 

It  is  curious  that  at  a  time  when 
there  is  a  recrudeacence  of  German 
aubmarlne  activity  In  the  Mediterran- 
ean, the  Spanlah  preas  should  be  again 
calling  the  Oevemment'a  attention  lo 
the  fact  that  one  of  the  Balearic  Is- 
lands. Minorca,  la  being  uaed  aa  a  aup- 
plv  baae  for  theoa  veaaela. 

Aa  recently 
aa  laat  July  negotiations  were  In  pro- 
graaa  im  tha  part  of  a  Mg  German  ship- 
ping eompany  to  acquire  the  whole  or 
a  part  of  the  aharea  of  a  Spanish  line 
of  steamers  carr)-1ng  on  a  mail,  pas- 
aanger.  and  cargo  acrvlcr  Itetweea  Pal- 
ma and  Maraelllea  and  Algiers.  By

Export  of  Britlah  Columbia  lumbar 
la  balnc  aarloualy  Inconventanced  by 
the  dlaaatroua  aarth  bloikada  whicli 
haa  compiitaly  tied  up  shipping  In  the 
Panama  Canal.  L.ar8e  lumbar  ordara 
have  baen  placed  with  the  varloua  lum- 
ber companiaa  In  thU  Province  for  ur- 
Cent  ablpment  to  tha  Unltad  Kingdom 
and  polnle  In  Europe,  and  aavaral  fully 
laden  vaaaala  are  at  preaent  tied  up  at 
tha  weatern  entrance  to  the  aoutharn 
waterway  awaiting  inatructions  from 
the  ownara. 

The  dlveraion  of  th^aa  ahlpa  by  way 
of  the  Htralta  of  Magellan  will  add  at 
least  a  month  to  the  length  of  tha  voy- 
age home  from  the  North  Pacific.

Fruit,  grown  In  the  Province  of  Brit- 
lah Columbia,  Is  now  shipped  regularly 
to  Australia  by  vessels  of  the  Cana- 
dlan-Auatralaisian  Line,  plying  between 
here .  and  Sydney.  The  feature  of  the 
oirtward  cargo  of  the  liner  Makura, 
which  left  Victoria  about  7:30  o'clock 
laat-  night  for  Auckland  and  Sydney, 
was  34,000  cases  of  '  British  Columbia 
apples.  On  her  laat  outvard  voyage 
the  liner  Niagara  carried  30,000  boxes 
of  apples,  In  addition  to  various  con- 
signments of  other  fruit. 

Large  consignments  of  B.  C.  apples 
are  alao  being  taken  out  by  the  Cana- 
dian-Australasian cargo  steamers  Wal- 
marlno  and  Walruna,  both  noa-  on  the 
Coast, 

Given  splendid  dispatch  at  Vancouver, 
the  liner  Makura  was  enabled  to  put  to 
sea  right  on  schedule  for  Bouth  Sea 
ports.

VANCOUVER,  B.  C,  Oct.  27.— Jagat 
Singh,  the  Sikh  wlio  six  months  ago 
wa.<i  sentenced  to  death  on  a  charge  of 
murdering  Rattan  Singh  in  a  Hindu 
store,  near  upper  Granville  Stieet,  yes- 
terday on  a  retrial,  where  the  crime 
was  reduced  to  manslaughter,  had  his 
sentence  made  Into  Imprisonment  for  a 
term  of  six  years.  The  sentence  dates 
buck  from  the  day  of  his  arrest  last 
January. 

The  next  severest  sentence  was  I  hat 
of  two  years  In  the  penitentiary  pass- 
ed upon  John  Nesbltt  of  North  Van- 
couver for  a  serious  assault  upon  his 
16-year-old  niece  and  ward.  An  appli- 
cation by  Mr.  Ro»)ert  Cassldy.  K.C..  for 
a  stated  case  in  which  It  was  allowed 
by  counsel  that  the  case  ought  to  have 
been  taker  from  the  Jury,  was  refused 
^>y   the  Judge. 

Adolph  Hmltv  the  German  reservist, 
who  broke  from  a  P.  O.  K.  train  a  few 
months  ago.  on  his  way  to  Okalla 
prison  to  serve  a  term  for  supplying 
liqaor  to  Indiana,  waa  sentenced  to 
four  months  In  prison. 

Reserved  rases  for  the  Court  of  Ap- 
peal were  granted  In  the  raaea  of  Nic- 
ola Magnola.  found  guilty  of  forging  a 
wage  cheque,  and  Walter  Irons  found

When  the  Osaka  Shotien  Kalsha  liner 
Canada  Mani  sails  from  Victoria  late 
tnis  at'ttrnoon  for  the  Orient  she  will 
carry  umonr.  her  passengers  eight  Jap- 
anese lir.hermen  who  are  returning  to 
their  homes  in  Japan  after  long  being 
given  up  as  dead  by  their  people  on  the 
far    slde-o'f   the    Pacific. 

Reports  have  been  previously  pub- 
lifhed  dealing  witli  the  perilous  voyage 
of  these  during  fishermen  who  were 
blown  across  the  Pacific  In  a  small  30- 
loot  flshinK,  vessel  and  picked  up  in  a 
liKlf-starved  condition  toward  tlie  lat- 
ter part  of  August  after  their  tiny  craft 
had  been  wrecked  on  the  northeast  cor- 
ner of  Otaham  Island,  of  the  Queen 
(.'hailotte    group. 

A  thrininK  tHie  nf  the  sea  could  be 
unfolded  by  these  men  .were  they  able 
to  speak  fluently  other  than  their  native 
language.  One  of  their  number  Is  now 
in  a  Prince  Rupert  hospital  recovering 
from  an  attack  of  appendicitis  and  will 
be  returned  to  his  home  as  soon  as  he 
is  In  a  condition  to  make  the  voyage. 
The  nine  men,  early  last  June,  set  out 
trum  llie  Jarianese  coast  on  a  fishing 
expudltlon  in  the  small  boat  and  taking 
wllh  thcin  but  a  scanty  supply  of  pro- 
visions and  water.  When  but  a  com- 
paratively short  distance  from  the  Japan 
c<:»Bt  a  violent  storm  broke  and  carried 
the  craft  well  out  to  sea.  Frequently 
the  tiny  craft  was  Rlmosl  engulfed,  and 
in  Older  to  keep  Hfioat  all  hands  were 
engaged  almost  incessantly  In  balling 
out  the  water  tliat  threatened  to  sink 
the  vestfcl  as  she  floundered  helplessly 
In  the  trough  of  a  rienxle.l  sea. 
sneered  Awfnl  rrlTattone 

Hoa*  the  men  survived  the  terrible 
privations  Ihfy  t«cre  subjected  to  dur- 
ing the  lengthy  period  they  were  at  the 
merry  of  the  elements  cannot  be  ex- 
plained even  by  the  Japanese  theni- 
aelves.  Drifting  alwut  the  North  Pa- 
cific for  many  weeks,  exposed  to  the 
elements  In  a  small  open  boat,  and  with 
scarcely  any  food  worth  speaking  of 
with  which  to  appease  their  hunger,  or 
aat<'r  to  alley  their  thirst,  these  wiry 
Japanese  fishermen  clung  to  life  with 
the  tenacity  of  their  race.  But  for  the 
fact  that  they  managed  to  reach  one 
of  the  small  Islands  forming  the  Aleu- 
tian group,  where  they  restocked  the 
craft  with  clsma  and  water.  It  Is  ex- 
tremely doubtful  whether  they  would 
have  been  heard  from  again.  Ther 
were  unable  to  atay  on  the  barren  Isl- 
and and  again  set  aail  in  the  direction 
of  where  they  thought  land  might  be 
reached.  For  25  days  *the  men  exist- 
ed on  clam*  and  water,  and  had  about 
given  up  all  hope  when  land  was  final- 
ly aighted.  As  the  unknown  shore  was 
approached  the  craft  was  caught  in  the 
breakers  and  battered  on  the  reefs. 
LetT  they  were  discovertti  by  Indians 
and  learned  that  seme  nf  their  country- 
men were  to  be  found  at  Naden  Harbor. 

Three  of  the  Japanese  flsherinen  start- 
ed out  In  a  canoe  to  paddle  to  Naden 
Harbor  for  aasistance.  but  they  landed 
on  Langsra  Island,  on^  of  the  moat  Iso- 
lated spots  or.  tbe  Coast  LIgbtkeeper 
Ktrsytb  provided  the  men  with  provl- 
siona,  and  with  further  directlwna  they 
subaequently  reached  Naden,  where  their 
countrymen  organised  a  party  to  reacue 
tbe  marooned  men.  From  Neden  the 
shipwrecked  Japaneee  were  eent  to 
Prince  Rupert,  and  from  the  Dorthem 
terminal  they  Were  eent  to  Vtcterla  and 
held  by  tha  Immlrration  aiith<vr1ti«« 
pending  arrangements  for  their  deporta- 

tlON.

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Member  of  16th  Canadian 
Scottish,  Seaforth  High- 
lander and  Dublin  Fusilier 
Overcome  Six  of  Enemy, 


Praises  Treatment  Accorded 
to  Himself  and  Others  After 
War  Broke  Out— Speaks  of 
Kitchener's  Great  Army. 


In  two  long  articles  in  the  Ham- 
burger Fremdenblatt  a  Uerman  who 
recently  returned  to  the  Fatherland 
from  Great  Britain  gives  ahat  la  cer- 
tainly the  moat  moderate  and  truthful 
account  of  condltlona  In  England'  today 
that  has  ao  far  appeared  In  the  German 
press.  The  writer,  who  la  a  Hamburg- 
er, had  Uveil  for  several  years  in  Lon- 
don. He  escaped  internment  In  oon- 
aequence  of  aome  ailment,  and  after 
spending  the  first  year  of  war  In  Lon- 
don was  permitted  to  return  to  Ger- 
many. After  describing  his  Journey  to 
the  boat,  on  board  of  which  were  sever- 
al of  his  compatriots,  who  had  been  re- 
leased  from   prison  camps,   he  proceeds: 

"I  have  never  been  a.  good  hater,  and 
I  tblnk  It  la  no  longer  a  necessary  or  a 
patriotic  duty  to  fan  the  flames  of 
hatred.  I  prefer  to  record  the  fact  that 
nearly  all  the  German  gentlemen  with 
whom  L  apoke  on  the  ship  expreased 
themselvea  most  favorably  in  regard  to 
the  varloua  camps  from  which  they  had 
come,  and  thua  atrengthened  my  pre- 
vious Impression  that  the  conditions  In 
these  camp*  have  greatly  Improved. 
Most  of  them  spoke  appreciatively,  nay» 
with  real  warmth,  of  the  various  camp 
commandants.  AH  assured  me  that  the 
food  was  abaolutely  aufflclent,  and  the 
aanltary  arrangementa  good.  N'o  one 
complained  seriously  of  the  conduct  of 
the  sentries,  with  many  of  whom,  It 
appeared,  the  moat  friendly  relatione  had 
been  establiahed.  One  mechanic  with 
whom  I  conversed  extolled  the  com- 
mandant of  his  camp  as  a  humane  gen- 
tleman, who  gave  the  jirlaoneia  all  the 
freedom  that  was  possible.  He  al- 
lowed them  to  celebrate  the  fall  of  War- 
aaw  and  the  birthday  of  the  Austrian 
Emperor,  on  which  occasions  very  patrl- 
otic  speeches  were  delivered.  'The  sen- 
tries, too,  were  extremely  nice.'  " 

In  his  second  letter  the  writer  deals 
generally  with  the  treatment  by  the 
English  people  of  those  Germans  who 
were  not  interned.     He  says: 

"I  myaelf  was  never  abused;  In  fact, 
I  hardly  ever  received  an  unfriendly 
,  look.  My  English  friends  ran  their  legs 
off  to  serve  me.  My  Enitllsh  neighbors 
were  goodness  Itself,  and  In  shops  where 
I  was  recognised  as  a  German,  the  peo- 
ple were  more  courteous  than  ever. 
With  only  two  exceptions,  my  pergonal 
experiences  with  all  my  English  friends 
and  acquaintances  were  as  good  as 
could  possibly  be.  An  old  friend,  who 
la  a  very  patriotic  Englishman,  has- 
tened to  visit  me  and  proffer  his  help 
when  he  heard  that  illness  prevented 
me  from  leaving  England  at  once.  Buay 
man  as  he  was,  nothing  was  loo  much 
trouble  to  him  when  he  thought  he 
could  do  me  a  service.  It  a-as  the 
game  with  a  member  of  Parliament,  who 
was  under  no  obllKaiion  to  me,  and  yet 
could  not  have  done  more  for  me  had 
he  been  my  oldest  friend.  My  English 
doctor  wrote  me  as  follows  Immediate- 
ly the  war  began:  'It  will  give  me 
ple.a8ure  If  you  will  allow  me,  during 
the  war,  to  give  you  treatment  as  a 
friend.'  He  thought  I  might  be  short 
of  money." 

The  writer  haa,  on  the  other  hand, 
hard  things  to  ssy  of  many  nf  Ms  com- 
patriots In  London,  who,  he  says,  dis- 
played great  cowardice  and  aelflahness 
under  trying  conditions.  Others,  how- 
ever, bore  themselves  in  every  way  "a« 
true  German  patriots."  With  regard 
tn  retrrultlng  In  Britain,  he  makes  an 
observation  that  will  come  as  an  un- 
pleasant auntrlae   to  German   readers: 

"At  first  'he  aaysi  I  regarded  the  re- 
cruiting figures  published  by  the  Brit- 
ish Government  with  a  good  deal  of 
scepticism.  But  what  I  latterly  saw 
and  heard,  together  with  the  shortage 
of  lal>or  complained  of  In  London  and 
the  provinces,  and  the  enormous  <|iian- 
lltles  of  food  consumed  by  the  army, 
convinced  me  that  we  have  no  fraud 
tn  dn  with  when  It  ia  stated  that  Eng- 
land today  ban  far  mor*  than  ."..eee,- 
OOe    men    under   arms " 

IHsrussIng  the  quality  of  the  recmlta. 
he  says: 

"A  good  two-thirds  of  the  snldlera 
<>ne  aeea  In  London  look  excellent,  and 
It  would  be  a  great  mistake  to  believe 
'that  the  celebrated  armiea  of  Kitchener 
are  exclusively  composed  of  unemployed 
and  conaumptlrea.'  aa  I  read  In  a  Ocr- 
men  brochure.  The  upper  and  middle 
elaaaes  have  done  tNeir  patriotic  duty 
to  the  full,  and  there  are  few  famlllea 
among  them  today  wlie  ba«e  not  a  aon 
un4er  erma.  or  ene  who  hjia  falleiw" 

The  writer  eoaela4ea  by  aegertlnc 
that,  eltbenglr  "moat  Engitah  people 
woaM  Mke  to  eae  Hm  war  come  te  m 
speedy  end."  there  la  a  general  deter- 
iBlnetion  to  ceneidar  ao  terma  of  psiaeei 
which  4e  not  hivolvt  tlia  withdrawal 
•f  Oermany  from  Relglom  ea^  the  e«- 
eepled  depertaasu  «<  Fnac^" 


The  following  narrative  of  the  Aght- 
'iDg  at  Langemarck  In  April  was  relat- 
ed by  Pte.  J.  E.  MacRee.  of  the  TSth 
Seaforth  HlghUndera.  a  participant,  to 
Cpl.  K.  S.  MttcheU,  Royal  Montreal 
Regiment.  Both  are  wounded  and  In 
Oardenhurat  lloaplUl,  Bexley.  Kngland. 
Cpl.    Mitchell    aays: 

"Three  Bri Ushers  wore  more  than  a 
mat<4i  for  six  Germans,  and  a  Canadian 
accounted  for  four  of  thoiu,  though 
ttedly  wounded  l>efore  he  accounted  for 
the  laat  two.  Ourlug  thoab  dreadful 
days,  men  g«rt  scattered  from  their  regi- 
ments. 

"On  thla  occasion  three  men,  all  nuf- 
fering  more  or  less  from  gas  poisoning, 
a  71th  Seaforth  Highlander,  MacKae.  a 
16th  Battalion  Canadian  ticottlsh  and  a 
Dublin  Fusilier,  got  aaay  from  their 
respective  regimenta.  and  about  dusk  on 
Sunday.  April  25,  were  near  the  road 
between  Wleltse  and  St.  Jullen  trying 
to  find  their  regimenta.  Without  any 
warning  they  stumbled  Into  a  small 
party  of  six  Germans  entrenched  In  one 
of  the  numerous  trenches  with  which 
that  section  abounda.  They  a-ere  proba- 
bly a  party  of  scouts  or  a  listening 
patrol. 

"The  Germans  were  as  much  aur- 
prlaed  as  oar  chaps,  but  opened  fire  at 
once,  a  bullet  hitting  MacRae's  rifle  on 
the  butn  bTeakIng  it,  and  causing  It  to 
fall  out  of  hia  hands.  He  (MacRae) 
stooped  doan  and  aaw  a  Canadian  bay- 
onet on  the  ground,  which  he  picked 
up.  The  German  thrust  his  rifle  Into 
MacRae's  chest  and  was  about  to  pull 
the  trigger,  but  he  seised  the  barrel 
with  his  left  hand  and  pushed  ll  away 
from  him,  the  bullet  entering  his  fore- 
arm  and   Inflicting   a   bad   wound. 

"MacRae,  plucklly  uaing  the  bayonet 
'  as  a  dagger,  stabbed  the  German  In 
the  head,  killing  him  instantly.  The 
Dublin  Kualller  ahot  a  man,  but  was 
killed,  a  bullet  entering  his  brain.  The 
Canadian,  grabbing  his  rifle  by  the  bar- 
rel and  using  ll  as  a  club,  gave  a  mighty 
swing  and  hit  one  of  the  Germans  on 
the  head,  smaahlng  his  head  in  like  an 
egg  shell.  Continuing  the  swing,  he 
treated  another  likewise.  He  was  then 
badly  wounded  In  the  shoulder,  but  look- 
ing around  he  aaw  one  of  the  remaining 
Germans  on  the  point  of  shooting  Mac- 
Rae, who  a'aa  crouching  down.  The 
Canadian,  flrlng  from  the  hip.  blew  the 
German's  head  oft. 

"By  this  time  the  two  Jocks  were 
weak  from  loss  of  blood,  but  bandag- 
ing each  other  up  aa  beat  they  could, 
they  stumbled  agd'  staggered  to  the 
dressing  station  near  St.  Jean.  The 
doctor  In  charge  here  told  them  they 
had  better  get  on  farther,  as  the  sta- 
tion was  being  shelled.  They  had  only 
gone  a  few  hundred  yards  when  a  shell 
burst  Inside  the  station,  blowing  thtv 
doctor  and  wounded  to  bits.  They  final- 
ly managed  to  get  to  Ypres,  but  as  all 
the  dressing  stations  had  so  many  bad 
cases  tO' attend  to,  lliey  had  to  go  with- 
out being  dressed.  They  got  Into  an 
ambulance  atarting  for  Poperinghc.  Aa 
they  were  going  through  Yprea.  an  am- 
bulance Just  In  front  of  them,  full  of 
wounded,  waa  hit  by  a  shell  and  blown 
to  bits.  They  finally  arrived  at  Puper- 
Inghe,  and  getting  Into  a  Red  Crosa 
train  had  their  wounds  dressed,  and 
started  for  Boulogne,  MacRae  being 
sent  over  to  Brighton,  but  the  Canadian 
was  loo  badly  wounded  and  Kassed  to  he 
moved.  , 

'On  Sunday,  April  2U,  between  the 
German  and  our  lines,  suildenly  s  six- 
foot  Prussian  and  a  IHlh  Highlander 
(Toronto!  appeared  and  made  at  each 
otlu'r  with  fixed  bayonets,  in  full  view 
of  l>oth  Germans  and  British,  fnstead 
of  lunging  and  parrying,  they  alashed 
at  each  other  and,  missing,  each  lost 
his  rifie.  Then  they  went  at  It  with 
bare  fists.  The  Cansdian,  who  was  the 
smaller  man.  was  gelling  the  worst  of 
it.  when  he  suddenly  hit  out  and  caught 
the  German  full  under  the  Jan',  lifting 
him  diear  off  the  ground  and  knockint; 
htm  backwards.  Amid  Britlah  cheers, 
he  marched  him  back  a  prisoner  to  our 
lines.  Strange  tn  say,  not  a  ahot  was 
fired   by  either  side  during  the  scrap.

Theae  facta  are  auCflcUnt  to  abow  that 
Kavala  and  the  plaina  about  it  are  a 
region  to  which  both  Greek  and  Bulgar- 
ian can  make  a  plausible  claim.  The 
district  is.  in  fact,  essentially  a  debat- 
able land.  There  ia  no  natural  frontier 
line  between  Slav  and  Hellene,  no  moun- 
tain range,  no  river  following  a  racial 
cleavage.  The  welter  of  races  which 
makes  the  division  of  Macedonia  avary 
where  difflcult  ia  bore  Inextricable. 
Greeks  aro  probably  in  the  majority, 
but  the  Bulgarian  element  is  numerous. 
It  follows  that  any  frontier  muat  be 
artifloial,  and,  therefore,  if  it  la  to  be 
permanent  a  compromlae  which  leavea 
neither  race  with  sufflelent  motive  for 
a  war  of  revenge  and  liberation. 
Vba'TowB  of  Xarala 

Kavala  itaelf  ia  a  town  of  importance. 
The  Messagerlea  Maritlmes  boats  from 
Maraeillea  to  Constantinople  make  it  a 
port  of  call.  The  traveler  approaching 
from  the  aea  looka  upon  a  bold  head- 
land, with  a  amall  harbor  on  either 
aide.  Above  the  busy  quays  rises  a  long 
line  of  Oriental  domes,  and  above  that 
again  a  bluff  Una  of  rock  cutting  the 
town  in  balf:  on  the  aides  of  thia  acarp 
you  aee  terVacea  of  white  houaea  atud- 
ded  with  minareta.  High  over  all  atanda 
a  maaaiva  eaatjo.  As  the  steamer  draws 
closer  in  you  can  make  out  a  long  aque- 
duct on  two  tiers  of  arches,  which 
brings  water  to  tho  city  from  Mount 
Pangaaus.  The  mountain  looms  dark  in 
the  distance,  and  from  it  two  ahser  clifta 
approach  the  sea. 

The  town  has  a  good  deal  of  bistorio 
intereat.  When  it  waa  called  NeapoUa, 
St.  Paul  landed  there  on  hia  way  to 
PhiUppl.  It  waa  a  place  of  importance 
in  the  days  of  the  Byaantine  Emperors, 
who  built  for  it  the  great  aqueduct. 
Even  the  ']^>^ks  added  something  to  its 
treasures,  for  in  the  great  age  of  the 
Ottoman  Empire  a  benevolent  paaha 
preaented  Kavala  with  a  vast  aad  pic- 
turesque caravanserai.  The  town  waa 
the  birthplace  of  that  extraordinary  ad- 
venturer Mehemet  All,  who  began  life 
as  a  smuggler,  made  himself  Sovereign 
of  Egypt,  and  thence  defled  half  Eu- 
rope. It  was  he  who  built  the  line  of 
domes,  which  you  see  from  the  steamer, 
and  which  house  a  charitable  institution. 
With  something  of  a  abock  you  diacov- 
er  in  Mehemet  AU  a  phllanthroplat. 

The  preaent  population  of  the  town  ia 
difflcult  to  estimate.  The  provialonal 
cenaua  of  1813  retuma  It  at  46,000,  but 
thia  la  probably  exaggerated.  A  large 
influx  takea  place  during  the  Summer 
months,  when  the  tobacco  bar  vast  baa 
to  be  dealt  with  and  prepared  for  ex- 
port During  the  laat  complete  year 
before  the  Balkan  wars  more  than  12,- 
000,000  kilogrammes  of  tobscoo,  that  is 
moT*  than  £3,000,000  worth,  passed 
through  the  warehouses  and  quays  of 
Kavala.  The  economic  importance  of 
the  place  needs  no  further  illustration. 
Ybs  Vobaooo  Mstrtet 

The  best  of  what  we  still  call  Turkish 
tobacco  ia  grown  In  the  diatrict  round 
Kavala.  The  country  conaiats  of  plain 
backed  by  bill  and  mountain,  and  both 
the  level  country  and  the  lower  alopea 
of  the  upland  are  well  watered  and  of 
extreme  fertility.    Before  the  breakup  of 


tbo  TarkWi  dawlalnaa  it  wai 
that  tbs  toaaooo  ot  Kaatso  na»a<*anCr 
brought  U»e  exchequer  of  Coaalaatlnople 
a  diraet  rovooae  of  more  tbair  £«««.0«e 
a  year.  The  value  of  the  crop  exported 
waa  awrs  tbaa  I«,720.OO0.  Not  all  of 
thia.  of  courae,  waa  grown  ia  tiia  "de- 
batable laad*  around  Kavala.  Even  the 
froatier  of  tba  Treaty  of  Baehareat 
gave  aooM  of  the  tobacco  area  to  Bul- 
garia. But  by  far  the  greaUr  part  baa 
l>eea  ia  Greek  banda.  and  tbo  valus  of 
Its  poaaeaalon  la  aufflciently  obvloua. 
Bealdea  the  predominant  tobacco  indua- 
try.  tbo  diatriot  alao  producea  aoma  cot- 
ton aad  oarrlea  a  large  quantity  of 
stock.  If  It  is  not  incongruous  to  link 
history  with  thoao  commercial  detalla. 
we  may  note  in  conclusion  that  on  tlieae 
fertile  plaina  of  the  tobacco  country 
atood  Philippi.  with  ita  memories  of 
Mark  Antony  and  Brutus,  and  the  af- 
fectionate laat  Epistle  of  St.  Paul.  The 
city  now  la  but  a  maaa  of  ruin  among 
the  flelda.

The  following  report  concerning 
operations  in  the  Cameroona  baa  been 
issued  by  the  Belgian  Minister  in  Lon- 
don: 

At  the  commencement  of  the  war 
fourteen  months  ago  the  Government  of 
the  Belgian  Congo,  carrying  to  an  ex- 
treme ita  anxiety  to  obaerve  the  inter- 
national conventions,  and  In  particular 
the  Treaty  of  Berlin,  had  decided  to 
maintain  a  strict  neutrality,  notwith- 
standing that  the  French  had  already 
taken   action    In    the   Cameroona. 

Tbe  Germans  having,  by  their  attack 
on  Lukuga,  shown  their  Intention  of 
not  reapectlng  this  neutrality,  the  Gov- 
ernor-General of  the  Belgian  Congo  in- 
formed the  Governor  of  the  French 
colony  that  he  could  count  to  the  full 
on  Belgian  assistance  when  it  ahould 
b«  thought  to  be  of  uae. 

The  Belgian  co-operation  began  with 
a  very  brilliant  aetion.  At  the  end  of 
October,  1914,  the  Belgian  ateamer 
Luxembourg,  manned  by  a  detachment 
of  130  Belgian  Colonial  Infantry,  with 
three  guna  and  a  mltrallleuae,  joined 
the  steamer  Commandant  Lamy  and 
took  a  very  Important  part  In  the  opera- 
tionn  which  developed  along  the  Sangha 
at  N'dsimou. 

It  was  In  ronsequence  of  the  bold 
manoeuvring    of    the    Luxembourg    that 


tbo  flaal  Bucooaa  waa  woA.  The  vesaal; 
daflliag^  at  a  «l«taa««  af  im»  than  ISO 
ymr4a  from  tba  hoatlie  treachea.  under  a 
voriuble  bail  of  shot,  stopped  at  tbe 
poiat  beat  auitad  for  ti>e  landiag  of  tho 
Belgtaa  riflemen.  Tbe  flgbtlng  waa  dea- 
porato. 

It  weat  on  for  three  da)-a  and  a 
algbt  before  it  became  possible  to  hoist 
the  Belgian  flag  aa  tbe  post  from  which 
tbe  enemy  bad  just  been  driven.  Sub- 
sequoatlr  a  furious  bayonet  charge  of 
the  Allied  troops  obliged  tbe  enemy  to 
evacuate    hia    last    trencUea 

In  thia  splcntltd  charge,  carried  out 
acroaa  a  swamp,  aad  under  the  Are  of 
machine  guna.  the  Belgian  detachment 
did  admirable  wfiAu  and  won  tbe  pralae 
and  congratuWtlon  of  the  Geaoral  In 
commaad.  wbo  highly  appreciated  ita 
heroic  conduct. 

Prom  thia  moment,  tho  Belgian  «o- 
operatton  bas  never  ceaaad.  Tha  Belgian 
contingent  nltb  the  Sangha  column  haa 
received  repeated  reinforcements.  It 
grew  from  ISO  to  ISO  rifles,  the  whoTs 
force  being  1,100  strong.  In  tbe  ba- 
glnnlng  of  Japuary  tbe  Belgian  con- 
tingent ross  to  (SO  la  all. 

It  took  pert  in  all  tbe  Important  op- 
erations which  followed,  especially  in 
those  alving  tbe  Middle  N'goko,  which 
ended  in  the  capture  of  Titwundi  and 
Molundu,  and  more  recently  In  that  of 
Lomlo,  after  the  bard  fighting  at  Monso 
and   Ueaam. 

General  Aymerlch.  commanding  the 
troops  in  French  Equatorial  Africa,  who 
had  the  Belgian  force  under  hia  ordera, 
has  testified  again  and  again  to  th« 
valor  and  daah  of  the  Congo  troopa. 
The  valuable  assistance  which  they 
bave  given  him  bas  been  happily  com- 
pleted by  the  placing  at  the  disposition 
of  the  French  colony  of  the  guns  which 
It  nee'lsd  for  the  support  of  its  varloua 
columns. 

This  aid  has  received  warm  recogni- 
tion from  the  French  Government. 
Mcut.  Bal,  and  M.  Gorannson,  the  com- 
mander of  the  Luxembourg,  whose  fine 
tanduct  had  been  specially  reported, 
have  been  appointed  Chevaliera  of  the 
Legion  of  Honor.

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Deliberate  Slaughter  of  Ar- 
menians by  Orders  of  Turk- 
ish Ministers — German  C6i\- 
suis  Assist  in  Work. 


Confirmation  has  reached  here  of  the 
reports  that  have  been  current  of  Ar- 
menian atrocities  of  a  nauseating  and 
appalling  character.  Undoubtedly,  aa  on 
previous  occasions,  these  outrages  have 
bean  engineered  from  SUmboul,  wrttaa 
the  Cairo  correspondent  of  The  London 
Times. 

There  Is  reaaon  to  believe  tbat  the 
attack  on  the  Armcnlana  waa  decided 
upon  on  Bnver  Paaha'a  return  after  the 
repulae  In  tbe  Caucaaus.  when  be  ap- 
peared to  be  Infuriated  agalnat  the  Ar- 
menlana  becauae  they  had  greatly  as- 
alstcd  tbe  Ruaalans.  Talaat  Bey  evi- 
dently acised  the  opportunity  to  retali- 
ate upon  the  defenceleas  colonlea  In 
Asia  Minor.  Tbe  formula  adopted  as  a 
cloak  was  an  order  for  the  expulsion  of 
Armenians  and  their  deportation  to  cen- 
tres In  the  Interior,  and  resistance  or 
delay  In  compliance  with  the  Govern- 
ment order  waa  made  an  excuaa  for 
murder,  rape  and  other  savagertea. 
OoatyUaaoa  Vaarattiac 

One  liuitance,  in  which  leading  Ar- 
menlana  were  concerned,  shows  the  fate 
awaiting  even  those  who  obey  the  or- 
der. Vartkea  Effendl  and  Zobrab  Effen- 
dl,  two  prominent  members  of  Parlia- 
ment, Aghnunl.  one  of  the  chief  Daah- 
nakists.  Haladjian  Klfendi  and  Paster- 
madjlan  EtCendi.  ex-Mlolster  of  Public 
Works  and  Agriculture,  were  put  In 
carriagea  at  "urfa  for  conveyance  to 
Dlarbekr,  and  then  were  murdered  en- 
route,  the  escort  reporting  that  the  mur- 
ders were  the  work  of  brigands.  It  Is 
to  be  noted  that  Vartkes  was  but  re- 
cently the  recipient  of  marka  of  Talaat 
Bey's  friendship. 

The  provincial  authorities  generally 
carried  out  the  task  entrusted  to  tbem 
only  too  thoroughly,  and,  unlike  tbe 
previous  historic  massacres,  the  present 
atrocities  are  not  confined  to  a  definite 
area.  From  Samsun  and  Trebixond, 
from  Orfiu  and  Alntab,  from  Marash 
and  Erserum  come  the  same  tales  of 
atrocities — of  men  shot  down  In  cqjd 
blood,  crucified,  mutilated,  or  dragged 
off  for  labor  battallona,  of  children  car- 
ried off  and  forcibly  converted  to  Islam. 
of  women  violated  and  enslaved  In  tbe 
Interior,  shot  down,  or  aent  off  with 
their  children  to  the  desert  west  of 
Mosul,  where  there  Is  neither  water  nor 
food,  or  to  Delressor,  between  Aleppo 
and  Baghdad,  where  there  is  np  food, 
in  either  case  to  dla  miserably.  Many 
of  these  unfortunates  did  not  reach  their 
deatlnatlon,  becauae  the  escort  so  over- 
drove the  victims  that  many  fell  out, 
and,  as  flogging  and  kicking  were  un- 
availing, they  ^ere  left  to  perish  by  the 
roadside,  their  corpses  distinctly  defin- 
ing the  route  followed.  Many  were  tied 
Isack  to  back  In  pairs  and  thrown  Into 
rivers  alive.  At  Zeitun  the  Armenians 
were  meanly  tricked  by  Fakhry  Pasha 
of   Adana  fame. 

Some  German  consuls  directed,  or  en- 
couraged the  proceedings — thus  Rossler, 
the  Consul  at  Aleppo,  a  fitting  com- 
panion to  his  colleague  at  HaMa,  went 
to  Alntab  ^o  superintend  In  person,  and 
the  notorious  Baron  Oppenheim  sug- 
gested the  removal  of  women  and  chil- 
dren of  tbe  Allies  to  Urfa,  where  they 
could  not  fail  to  witness  the  barbarities 
committed  by  the  troops  in  the  streets, 
which  literally  ran  blood. 

A  TaUaa*  Baalstaaca 

The  refugees  from  Sucdia  now  at 
Port  Said  appear  to  have  fought  most 
valiantly.  When  the  deportation  order 
came  4,3U0  of  these  took  to  the  hills, 
where  they  resisted  for  seven  weeks, 
one  attack  of  the  Turks  lasting  continu- 
ously fur  26  hours.  It  Is  a  remarkable 
fact  that  there  were  only  600  able-bodied 
men,  of  whom  but  a  quarter  bad  rlflea. 
and  the  rent  muzste-ioading  sporting 
fiunsy  It  Is  lielicved  that  the  Armenians 
are  elsewhere  resisting,  but  tho  case  of 
the  inland  colonies  is  almost  hopeless. 
The  Sucdiu  Armenlaps  owe  their  rescue 
from  tile  terrible  fate  of  their  compatri- 
ot8  to  the  fact  that  they  were  on  the 
coast. 

The  systematic  butchery,  abduction 
and  deportation  to  the  desert  which  still 
continue  point  to  a  total  loss  of  life 
probably  exceeding  the  total  of  the 
Hamldlan  regime.  The  nature  and  scale 
of  the  atrocities  dwarf  anything  per- 
petrated in  Belgium,  or  under  Abdul 
Hamid,  whose  exploits  in  this  direction 
now  assume  an  aspect  of  moderation 
compared  with  those  of  the  present  Gov- 
ernors of  Turkey,  who  certainly  can 
ontilo  their  Teuton  roasters  In  the  mat- 
ter of  coercion.  That  Talaat  Bey  Is 
responsible  seems  incontestable.  It  is 
proved  by  the  fact  that  when  ordering 
the  deportations  he  said:  "After  this 
for  50  yearn  there  will  not  be  an  Ar- 
menian question" — this  from  thv^man 
who  in  chief  of  the  Committee  of  Union 
and  Progress  and  Grand  Venerable  of 
the  Masonic  Grand  Orient  of  Turkey, 
and  who  was  one  of  the  leading  mem- 
bers of  the  Parliamentary  deputation  In 
1909  to  England,  where  he  was  greeted 
as  one  of  the  regenerators  of  Turkey.

A  special  correspondent  of  The  Times, 
formerly   in  Constantinople,   writes: 

The  dispatch  from  the  Cairo  corre- 
spondent of  Tbe  Times  brings  Into  spe- 
cial prominence  the  dastardly  conduct 
of  Talaat  Bey,  the  Turkish  Minister  of 
the  Interior.  Three  of  the  leading  Ar- 
meniana  murdered — Vartkes  Bffendl, 
Halatljian  Kffendl  and  Pastermadjlan  Kf- 
fendi — had  long  been  his  Intimate  per- 
sonal friends.  When  In  Constantinople 
in  September,  1813.  I  had  opportunities 
of  observing  the  closenesa  of  their  rala- 
tlons.  Pastermadjlan  BWendi.  tbe  for- 
mer Minlater  of  Agriculture,  had  baan 
arreated  In  Asia  Minor  by  the  seal  of 
some  local  official.  Vartkes  Effendt, 
who  was  an  extremely  intelligent  and 
vigornun  Armenian,  went  at  once  to  tha 
Sublime  Port*  to  remonstrate  with  Ta- 
laat, whoae  room  I  happened  to  enter 
during  their  conversatloii.  Talaat  Im- 
mediately gave  orders  for  the  release  of 
Pastermadjlan.  and  explained  to  me  Jok- 
ingly that  there  was  notbiag  he  wo<ild 
not  do  for  his  friend  Vartkes.  who.  he 
added,  had  scolded  him  severely.  The 
relatione  between  the  two  men  seemed. 
Indeed,  to  b*  tboae  of  twa  ehama,  an4 
my  Impreasien.  wim  aftarwarda  cotiflmed 
by  the  laagiiage  of  Vartkea  bimaelf.

PICTROURAD.  Oct  17. — Near  the  left 
bank  of  the  Uvina,  tw«lv«  milea  ■•iutii 
of  Risa,  and  just  oppoalte  the  river 
Inlet  of  Dalen,  are  two  vlllacea  which 
at  the  present  moment  are  of  primary 
Importance  In  the  struccU  for  lUsa. 
One.  8«pre.  twd  and  a  half  mIlea  aouth 
of  Dalen.  Is  In  German  hands,  while  the 
other.  Klauae.  juat  on  the  bejik  of  the 
river.  Is  held  by  the  Kussians.  The 
Oermana  here  are  trylnc  to  force  a 
way  on  to  the  Inlet  of  Ofnlen,  so  a«  to 
command  the  railway  leading  to  Rica 
The  Russlana  at  KUuge  are  realatlns 
this  llrmly  on  the  left  bank  and  maln- 
Uinlnc  a  nerce  Bre  avalnst  the  German 
Impetua. 

In  case  of  their  attempts  failing  here 
the  Germans  are  ready  to  take  advan- 
tage of  any  chance  opportunity  that 
may  offer  at  Otal,  further  west.  Again. 
In  order  to  aecure  their  flanks  they  ar« 
keeping  up  a  pretty  steady  artillery 
Are  near  Shlok.  But  the  main  struggle 
Is  around  Dalen  and  on  the  left  bank  of 
the  river,  which  lies  11  miles  south  of 
Riga. 

On  the  Dvlna  six  separate  attempts  of 
the  Germans  were  beaten  off  by  Ruasian 
Infantry  and  artillery. 

It  is  not  worth  while  discussing  the 
theory  aa  to  whether  the  Riga  operation 
Is  a  demonstration  intended  to  divert  at- 
tention from  Uvinsk.  The  Germans 
want  Riga  very  badly  and  are  trying 
their  hardest  to  get  it,  and  if  in  the 
meantime,  the  operations  serve  the  pur- 
pose of  a  diversion,  thi^  would  be  all  to 
the  advantage   of   their  strategy. 

But  the  Russlana,  while  firmly  i«>- 
slstlng  at  Riga,  shows  no  signs  of  al- 
lowing themaelvea  to  be  diverted  'rom 
Dvinsic,  where  the  Germans  have  again 
brought  up  reinforcements  and  amm'inl- 
tlon  and  resumed  their  attacks.  They 
have  succeeded  in  establishing  them- 
selves in  the  blackened  ruins  of  II- 
loukst.  They  will  try  to  fore*  (ha 
Drlna  here,  but  conditions  are  not  In 
their  favor.  The  Russians  have  the  ad- 
vantage of  ample  cover  in  the  shape  of 
a  forest  extending  between  llloukst  and 
Dvinsk,  and  on  the  edge  of  the  forest 
they  have  already  checked  the  German 
advance.  If  the  Germans  sbouM  come 
to  the  river  they  would,  be  exposed  to  a 
terrible  Russian  flre. 

The  Russians,  moreover,  are  sleaJily 
maintaining  n  counter-manoeuvre  to  the 
soirth  of  Dvinsk.  Here*  the  capture  of 
each  obscure  village  may  b«  unimportant 
In  itself,  but  in  their  sum  these  cap-

LOXDOX,  Oct.  27.— The  Xlsh  corres- 
I>ondent  of  The  Daily  Telegraph  sends 
the  following  under  Sunday's  date: 

"The  Serbians,  In  view  of  the  over- 
whelming: number  of  the  enemy's  troops, 
are  obliged  to  keep  on  the  defensive, 
but  are  utilizing  every  advantage  offered 
by  the  configuration  of  the  ground  or 
any  other  circumstances  tji  deliver 
counter-attacks,  and  are  inflicting  heavy 
losses  upon  the  enemy,  checking  his  ad- 
vance and  gaining  precious  time. 

"Thus  on  October  21.  the  Serbians  at- 
tacked the  Austro-Oerman  left  wing  at 
the  village  of  Aludovoon,  in  the  water- 
shed of  the  Mlawa  and  the  Pek.  throw- 
ing the  enemy  back  six  miles. 

"They  captured  two  guns,  two  ma- 
chine guns,  and  two  field  kitchens. 

Likewise  Serbians  successfully  coun- 
ter-atfacked  at  the  village  of  Kashinats, 
in  the  valley  of  the  Mlawa,  capturing 
machin  guns,  mules  and  horses.  Other- 
wise on  the  whole  northern  front  fler<)e 
battles  are  going  on  without  Important 
changes 

"On  the  eastern  front  the  Bulgarian 
operations  from  the  Danube  to  Kniasy- 
vats,  having  as  their  immediate  object 
the  Joining  of  the  Bulgarians  with  the 
Austro-German  forces,  have  failed  un- 
til now  with  considerable  losses,  in 
spite  of  the  short  distance  separaMne 
the  Auatro-Germans  from  the  Bulgarian 
front. 

"The  Bulgarians  are  bringing  up 
fresh  f»ro«s  on  this  point  in  the  direc- 
tion of  Vranya,  and  arc  attempting  to 
advance  north,  but  are  being  checked 
by  Serbian  troops  there,  who  ar«>  hold- 
ing positions  which  they  took  five  days 
•go.

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LONDON,  Oct.  27— the  campaign 
against  the  Premier  in  The  Morning 
Post  and  the  Northcllffe  organs  shows 
little  sign  of  abatement.

The  Liberal 
r.ewipapers  denounce  these  attacks, 
pointing  out  also  that  the  provincial 
press  of  the  country,  together  with  Con- 
servative organs  like  The  Dally  Tele- 
graph and  The  Spectator,  m  London, 
have  rallied  to  the  support  of  the  Pre- 
mier. 

The  Star  predicts  that  "when  Asquith 
comes  back  to  his  place  in  the  House 
of  Commons  he  will  receive  an  ova- 
tion which  will  confound  the  hidden 
assassins,  with  their  furtive  daggers, 
their  masked  faces,  and  their  poison- 
ous preaa." 

The  Westminster  Oasette  says:  "Thia 
seising  of  any  pretext  to  discredit  the 
Prime  Minister  and  prevent  him  from 
Uking  a  few  days  of  greatly  earned 
rest,  necessitated  by  his  recent  illness.

public  are  wholly  opposed  to  these  un- 
ceasing attempts  to  foster  political  un- 
rest in  the  middle  of  the  war. 

"The  cry  for  a  man  to  aave  the  coun- 
try Is  no  new  thing  In  history,  and 
generally  resolves  Itself  into  denancl- 
atlon  of  all  men  who  are  saving  the 
country.  Pitt  was  atUekod  as  lacking 
foresight,  courage  and  Imagination: 
Lincoln  was  Maroed  for  everything,  for 
Interfering  with  hla  generals,  for  un- 
due leniency,  and  for  failure  in  vigor 
arxl  promptness.  All  men  who  have 
t>een  cal*ed  upon  to  wear  down  their  op- 
ponents by  patience  and  endurance 
have  fallen  under  the  laah. 

"We  are  not  saying  that  any  of  our 
present  statesmen  will  win  the  crowns 
of  Pitt  or  of  Lincoln.  These  prtaeeare 
awarded  only  by  history,  which  mtmm 
the  ea4s;  but  we  «o  any  the  war  In 
which  we  are  engaged  requires  just 
those  virtues  of  patience  and  fortitude 
which  are  so  justly  acclaimed  by  the 
historian  in  the  enae  of  these  men  an4 
which  are  so  Ilabts  to  foolish  misrepre- 
sentation by  shallow  pabUdats  aii4 
tempomrioa.'*
